LBJ ACCEPTS HANOI OFFER TO HOLD TALKS 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON, acting swiftly yesterday on the 
willingness of North Vietnam to meet with American repre¬ 
sentatives to discuss "the unconditional cessation of the 
United States bombing raids and other acts of war" against 
Hanoi, told newsmen at the White House he was accepting 
the North Vietnamese offer. He announced that the United 
States “will establish contact with the representatives of 
North Vietnam." He added that "consultations with the gov¬ 
ernment of South Vietnam and other allies are now taking 
place." 

The President said he would fly to Honolulu late this eve¬ 
ning for a long weekend of conferences with American offi¬ 
cials from South Vietnam. 

CONGRESS MORE HOPEFUL THAN OPTIMISTIC 

WASHINGTON LEADERS were more hopeful than op¬ 
timistic and more cautious than convinced yesterday that 
North Vietnam’s offer to talk about the conditions for peace 
talks meant the beginning of an end to the bloodletting in 
Vietnam. Senate Demcratic Leader Mike Mansfield spoke for 
his colleagues and much of the nation when he heard the 
news. “It looks good,” he said. “I hope it’s true." 

At the United Nations, Secretary General Thant said he 
was convinced “meaningful talks" could “take place even per¬ 
haps within a few days” once the United States stops "all the 
bombing and other acts of war against North Vietnam.” 

POSSIBLE PEACE ZOOMS STOCK MARKET SALES 

THE STOCK MARKET yesterday glimpsed possible peace 
In Vietnam and responded with a sharp gain on record volume. 

An ear-shattering roar went up on the floor of the New 
York exchange with the news, turnover had set a new high 
at 3:04 p.m. At 3:30 p.m., as the bell sounded to end the ses¬ 
sion, traders let out a whoop and tossed useless bits of paper 
Into the air. The day's turnover totaled 19,290,000 shares, bet¬ 
ter than 1.5 million shares above the record set only on Mon¬ 
day. 

MORTON PREDICTS ROCKY TO ENTER PRESIDENTIAL RACE 

SEN. THRUSTON B. MORTON. (R-Ky.). predicted yes¬ 
terday that Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New York would 
change his mind and seek the GOP presidential nomination 
now that President Johnson is out of the race and Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy is in. 

Morton, former National GOP Chairman, said in a radio 
Interview, "I feel fairly certain in my own mind that he will 
become an active candidate." But Rockefeller’s Albany office 
said there had been no change in the New York Governor’s 
position since he announced last month that he had decided 
not to run. 

MEANY, AFL-CIO HEAD, ENDORSES HUMPHREY 

AFL-CIO PRESIDENT George Meany announced yester¬ 
day his unions' endorsement of Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey as the Democratic Presidential nominee. It was the 
first time the giant labor organization ever endorsed a candi¬ 
date without ratification by its membershp. 

Humphrey's endorsement by the AFL-CIO was vewed as a 
blow to the candidacies of both Sen. Robert F. Kennedy and 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy, the Democratic victor in Tuesday’s 
Wisconsin primary. 


Taxpayers' Group Sees Budget As 
Prelude To $ 100 Local Tax Rate” 


Newton's burgeoning budget 
was described today as a 
"prelude to a $100 tax rate for 
the city” by the Newton Tax¬ 
payers’ Association which 
asked “Is it worth it?” 

The $36,933,580 appropria¬ 
tion as approved by the 
Board of Aldermen repre¬ 
sent a $11.10 increase in the 
$76.20 tax rate — one of the 
highest tax rate increases 
for a single year in the his¬ 
tory of the city. 

And the budget, with an in¬ 


crease of $3.7 million over last 
year, "is just a taste of things 
to come, unless more citizens 
change their tastes," accord¬ 
ing to Lorenz F. Muther, Jr., 
executive director of the Tax¬ 
payers' Association. 

It has been predicted that 
the actual tax rise this year 
will be about $14.35, to a 
whopping $90.55, becaue of a 
decrease from the state in the 
city’s local aid of approxi¬ 
mately $1.1 million, and a 
not-yet-settled pay increases 


for laborers and foremen. 

Muther also warned: “The 
budget has within it a series 
of built-in increases for 1969 
already amounting to an 
estimated S8 raise in next 
year's tax rate, on top of 
whatever this year’s rate 
may turn out to be. 

"Unless the citizens make 
their will much more clearly 
known for a more austere set 
of services, we can describe 
this very high budget as 


simply a prelude to a $100 tax 
rate for this city. 

“We in the Taxpayers’ Asso¬ 
ciation,” Muther declared, 
“ask each citizen to think it 
over and ask himself, 'Is it 
worth it?’ ’’ 

He requested that resi¬ 
dents who come up with an 
answer mail it to the Tax¬ 
payers’ Association at 302 
Walnut street, Newtonville. 

In addition to the budget, 
the second blow to the pocket- 


books of Newton's citizens 
came with the so-called 
Cherry Sheet local aid distri¬ 
bution from the state. The 
sharp reduction of $1.1 million 
caused Mayor Monte G. Bas- 
bas and Finance Department 
officials to meet with the State 
Tax Commission. 

However, Basbas and the 
officials found out that “you 
can’t fight city hall” when 
the meeting came to naught. 
They were told that the state 
had $45 million less to distri¬ 


bute to the cities and towns 
because of big increases in 
state programs, including wel¬ 
fare, education, teachers’ re¬ 
tirements and school construc¬ 
tion. 

The loss was tempered be¬ 
cause of some unexpected re¬ 
ductions in the county and 
state assessments and some 
overlays. So, compared to 
last year, Newton actually 
will be out only $750,000. But 
that figure represents $2.25 on

YANKS' JUGGERNAUT DRIVES TOWARD KHE SANH 

THOUSANDS OF MARINES and South Vietnamese in¬ 
fantrymen drove toward Khe Sanh behind columns of tanks 
this morning in an allied juggernaut aimed at crushing North 
Vietnamese armies who laid siege to the fortress Jan. 21. U.S. 
air cavalrymen poured into the hills in swarms of helicopters. 

U.S. generals said American air strikes, artillery power 
and the 10,000 allied defenders of Khe Sanh already had brok¬ 
en the siege. They described the big push as the second stage 
of a counter offensive "to put the enemy out of business" in 
South Vietnam's northern provinces. 

LONDON DIPLOMATS SEE "CLEVER HANOI MANEUVER" 

WESTERN DIPLOMATS in London Wednesday said 
North Vietnam's agreement to meet with the United States 
and discuss an end to the fighting was a “clever tactical 
maneuver." They said it "offers a change of strategy with¬ 
out altering Hanoi’s peace terms." At the same time, how¬ 
ever, they said it marked some advance on the previous 
hard-line attitude by the Communists. 

The British Foreign Office in a terse statement welcomed 
Hanoi’s announcement and said it “encourages our hope of 
progress towards a just and lasting settlement. 

NO OFFICIAL WORD ON LOSS OF NAVY PLANE 

THERE WAS NO WORD officially yesterday on the loss 
of the U.S. Navy P3V1 Orion plane Monday over the Gulf 
of Thailand. Gbvemment sources said they were unable to 
confirm how the plane was lost with a crew of 12 aboard. 

But Chairman L. Mendel Rivers of the House Armed 
Service Committee said he had information confirming that 
a Cambodian PT boat had shot down the plane which was 
loaded with electronic gear. "We should send ships into 
Cambodian waters and sink every Cambodian naval vessel 
and let the chips fall where they may," Rivers said. 

BRITAIN'S FINANCE BOSS LEAVES FOR U.S. TALKS 

BRITISH CHANCELLOR of the Exchequer Roy Jenkins 
left London for the United States yesterday for two days of 
talks with Secretary of the Treasury Henry J. Fowler in 
Washington. Jenkins also was expected to see other U.S. offi¬ 
cials in the capital and have a possible meeting with Robert 
McNamara, new president elect of the World Bank. He will 
also visit Boston and New York.

180 DRAFT CARDS SURRENDERED AT HUB RALLY 

MORE THAN 180 DRAFT CARDS to be submitted to 
presidential candidate Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, were turned 
In at a massive rally of 10.000 college age persons on Boston 
Common yesterday. The 186 cards, handed to 16 persons in¬ 
cluding ministers, priests, college professors and two women, 
will be sent to the New York senator to elicit his feeling on 
the draft system. 

The New England Draft Resistance Group, which spon¬ 
sored the mass demonstration as part of a nationwide anti¬ 
draft, anti-war day, also raised some $2,000 to be used "to 
build the organization,” a spokesman said. 

2 BAY STATE MEN INJURED IN AIR CRASH 

TWO MASSACHUSETTS MEN were injured yesterday 
when their Cessna airplane crashed short of a runway at 
the Bradford-McKean airport 14 miles south of Bradford, 
Pa. They were identified as Charles H. Whitmore Jr., 41, the 
pilot, of Plainville, and his passenger, Charles Petzold, 30. 
of South Attleboro. Both were reported in satisfactory 
condition at Bradford Hospital. 

The Federal Aviation Agency said the plane, en route 
from Mansfield, Mass., ran out of fuel 2,500 feet short of a 
runway. The plane was damaged extensively, but the men 
were able to walk from the wreckage.

The Nieman Scholarship program, started In 1938 In 
memory of Lucius W. Nieman, founder of the Milwaukee 
Journal, pays salaries and expenses for 12-15 newsmen each 
year as they attend Harvard for a year of background 
study.

The city has applied for 
federal money to help pur¬ 
chase the property. The 
preliminary estimate of the 
cost prepared for the appli¬ 
cation for federal funds is 
$304.2(8), Miller said, and 
the city is asking the govern¬ 
ment for $152,000 toward the 
purchase price. 

The 38-acre tract is part of 
the 108 acres of the Webster 
Estate holdings in Chestnut 
Hill, Miller said. The land 
would remain in its present 
natural state with the city 
merely cleaning up the under¬ 
brush. 

This is the last major 
piece of privately owned 
land in the city and is under 
tremendous "developmental 
pressure.” Miller warned. 
The MDC has asked permis¬ 
sion from the state to trans¬ 
fer ownership of land close 
by to tlie Massachusetts 
State Colleges for use by 
the Massachusetts College 
of Art, he said. 

“The next logical step would 
be to move into this area. 
Interest had been shown by 
the University of Massachu¬ 
setts. It is a critical location. 
The recommendation for pur¬ 
chase was made as an out¬ 
growth of a study presently 
underway by the city's Plan¬ 
ning Dept.,” Miller noted. 

For the last two or three 
years federal money has 
been available for the acqui¬ 
sition of open space land, 
but the city would like to 
purchase the property 
whether or not federal 
funds ar e forthcoming, 
Miller said.

Senator Robert F. Kennedy probably will become 
the Democratic nominee for President if Lyndon John¬ 
son does what he said he would do in the historic speech 
in which he declared he would neither seek nor accept 
his party’s Presidential nomination. 

Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey undoubt¬ 
edly would be Mr. Johnson’s choice to succeed him in 
the White House, and the President could swing sub¬ 
stantial delegate support to Humphrey if he makes a 
real drive for his Veep. 

President Johnson will have enormous influence 
at the Democratic national convention in Chicago if he 
chooses to use it. 

But he indicated in his history-making address 
to the nation that he will stand apart from politics 
for the remainder of his term.

Code Of Ethics Is Adopted 
By Local School Committee 


A code of ethics drawn up 
by the Massachusetts Associ¬ 
ation of School Committees 
some time ago has been 
adopted by the Newton 
School Committee. 

The code, which will be¬ 
come part of the Committee's 
rules and regulations, was ac¬ 
cepted by a 7-1 vote, with Al¬ 
vin Mandell dissenting. 

The code outlines three 
areas of responsibility of 
school committee members. 
They are: 1) community re¬ 
sponsibility; 2) responsibility 
to school administration; and 
3) relationship to fellow com¬ 
mittee members. 

Mandeb's objections were to 
items under the second and 
third categories. 

One paragraph to which he 
objected read: "Recognize and 
support the administrative 
chain of command and refuse 
to act on complaints as an 
individual outside the admin¬ 
istration." 

Mandell said he felt this sec¬ 
tion would tie the hands of a 
School Committee member in 
investigating and seeking the 
truth. 

Committeeman Francis P. 
Frazier explained that a com¬ 
mittee member in responding 
to a parent's complaint should 
advise the parent first to 
speak to the teacher. If no 
satisfaction is achieved, the 
parent should then be advised 
to go up the chain of com¬ 
mand in the school adminis¬ 
tration — the guidance coun¬ 
selor, the principal, the super¬ 
intendent. 

"Is it the intent of this sec¬ 
tion to prevent a member of 
the School Committee from 


acting on a complaint where 
an Individual has gone 
through all the chains of com¬ 
mand and feels he has not re¬ 
ceived proper consideration or 
action?” Mandell asked. 

Chairman Manuel Beckwith 
said that in such a case the 
complaint should be advised 
to write to the School Com¬ 
mittee chairman and request 
a hearing. 

Committeeman Vincent P. 
Stanton stressed that in that 
particular section of the code 
the Important words were "as 
an individual." He said. "I 
thinx we all have an obliga¬ 
tion to listen, but the empha¬ 
sis here is on recognizing our 
authority as springing from 
membership on the commit¬ 
tee." 

Mandell also opposed a sec¬ 
tion which said that a School 
Committee member should 
not make statements or prom¬ 
ises of how he will vote on 
matters that will come before 
the committee." 

This section Mandell con¬ 
sidered to be an infringement 
on free speech and pointed to 
stands he had taken before 
the election. 

Several committee members 
said they interpreted this sec¬ 
tion to mean that a member 
should not commit himself in 
advance as to how he will 
vote, but that it does not re¬ 
strict him from expressing an 
opinion on issues and that he 
should come to a meeting with 
an open mind. 

Mandeb's motion to delete 
that section as well as the 
others to which he was op¬ 
posed was defeated.

put to the desired use, but 
since it is held in a business 
trust it could not be given out¬ 
right but would have to be 
purchased for a fair price. 

Mrs. Helen Hine of 21 
Alexander road, Newton 
Highlands, favored the pur¬ 
chase of the tract for open 
space by the city. . She said 
the land has unique topo¬ 
graphical features including 
the Roxbury congolmerate 
caves created by a natural 
rock formation. 

She maintained that the 
area has significance for 
Newton and Brookline resi¬ 
dents. Brookline, Mrs. Hine 
said, has no uncommitted 
land left in its natural state 
and “Newton should act now 
so it won’t be in a similar 
desparate state in future 
years." 

She thought, however, that 
the board should decide in 
advance of purchase about 
how the land should be man¬ 
aged. There are three alter¬ 
natives. she said. First, the 
land could be left as uncom¬ 
mitted city-owned property. 
Second, it could be desig¬ 
nated for recreational use. 
Third, it could be managed 
by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission. Mrs. Hine favored 
the third alternative. 

In another land-taking hear¬ 
ing, Assistant City Solicitor 
Charles Morang, representing 
the city, told of Newton’s 
plans to purchase tw r o lots and 
part of a third for the new 
Day Junior High School. 

The aldermen approved the 
purchase for $19,461 of the 
land on Minot Place on the 
northwest side, and the south¬ 
west side of Walnut street for 
school and school yard pur¬ 
poses.

Here's One Outcry 


Most members of the Board of Aldermen are fall¬ 
ing back on the same wear}', time-worn argument in an 
obvious effort to retain for themselves the right of 
filling a vacancy created on their board by the resigna¬ 
tion of Alderman Paul J. Burke. 

It would be illegal and a violation of the City 
Charter, they say, to allow the people of Newton to elect 
the successor to Mr. Burke. 

Doesn’t that have a familiar ring? 

It would be a very simple matter to present to the 
State legislature a bill which would amend the City 
Charter and give the voters of Newton the right they 
should have. 

One Alderman reached the height of inconsistency 
when he said a special election would draw out only a 
minority of the voters of the city. 

That might well be the case. But 23 Aldermen 
hardly comprise a majority of Newton voters. 

Another Alderman said he favored special elections 
but that they are illegal and wound up by asserting that 
“there is no public outcry in the city from people who 
don’t like our methods.” 

He’s apparently a little hard of hearing. 


Highway Behemoths 

o J 

A few years ago, the great American public made 
auto manufacturers sit up and take notice. The public 
was buying imported cars in increasing volume, the 
majority of which were compact, utilitarian vehicles 
with small engines requiring less gasoline and, con¬ 
sequently, cheaper to operate. 

As a result, the American auto manufacturers 
moved in for their share of the lucrative market, and 
all put out a line of smaller cars with fewer gadgets, 
less horsepower and more economical to operate. 

But the fickle public began to change its mind 
again, and the pendulum began to swing the other 
way. The public, with a greater and greater number 
becoming two-car families, started once again to demand 
bigger, heavier automobiles with high and higher horse¬ 
power. And the manufacturers complied with the de¬ 
mand so that today, the big, powerful cars are on the 
highways in increasing numbers. 

The one good thing about big cars with their more 
powerful engines is that they can ride the highways 
on more equal horsepower terms with the behemoths 
of the roads — the trucks.' 

However, larger, heavier trucks may be headed for 
the roads. Last week a Senate public works subcom¬ 
mittee approved a bill to increase permissible width 
and weight limits for trucks using the Interstate High¬ 
way System. That is unwelcome news to some motorists 
who aver that there are too many trucks on our high¬ 
ways today, figuratively crowding the average motorist 
off the streets. Some motorists view these trucks, 
weaving in and out of lanes and travelling at high 
rates of speed, as causing many accidents. 

To be fair though, truck drivers have an enviable 
record of highway safety. They have accidents, yes, 
but far less frequently than any other class of drivers. 
But large trailer-trucks barreling down the highway 
can be a frightening thing, especially to a driver in a 
little Volkswagen who sees one of those huge vehicles 
coming faster and faster and looming larger and larger 
in his rear-view mirror. 

Under the terms of the bill approved by the Senate 
subcommittee, the width limit for trucks would be in¬ 
creased from 96 inches to 102 inches and the weight 
limit from 73.280 pounds to 76.000 or 78.000 pounds, 
depending on the weight of the front axle, for a 50-foot 
vehicle. Naturally, horsepower would have to be in¬ 
creased to provide the motivation for such larger ve¬ 
hicles and their heavier cargoes. 

We do not believe we need larger trucks on the 
nation’s highways. There are enough now contributing 
to the wear and tear of our roads. How long would our 
highways last under the onslaught of larger, heavier, 
trucks?

“With America’s future under challenge here at 
home, with our hopes — and the world’s hopes — for 
peace in the balance every day, I do not believe that I 
should devote an hour of my time to any personal 
partisan causes or to any duties other than the awe¬ 
some duties of this office,” President Johnson asserted. 

Mr. Johnson would be going contrary to that state¬ 
ment if he made any effort to line up votes for Hubert 
Humphrey. 

Humphrey by virtue of his position should be a 
strong candidate for the Presidential nomination. 

But it is unlikely that he will be strong enough 
to defeat Robert Kennedy at the Democratic nation¬ 
al convention unless Lyndon Johnson makes an 
open fight for him, and he might not be able to do 
so even then. 

Much depends on what happens in Vietnam in the 
weeks and months ahead and whether the President's 
latest peace moves bring the North Vietnamese to the 
negotiating table. 

Senator Robert Kennedy, of course, must win im¬ 
pressive political victories in such states as Indiana, 
Oregon, California and Nebraska. 

He must demonstrate an almost overpowering vote¬ 
pulling appeal. He must prove to the politicians that 
he has a better chance of winning election to the Presi¬ 
dency than any other Democrat. 

If he fails to do so — if he falters in one or 
two states — then Bobby Kennedy will be out of 
the running. He is not really popular with the rank 
and file of Democratic politicos. 

They don’t warm up to him as they do to his 
younger brother, Senator Edward M. Kennedy, or as 
they did to his okier brother, the late President John 
F. Kennedy. And they don't consider him one of them. 

They will take him only if they feel they must. 

Political observers believe that Robert Kennedy 
appeals to the public much more than he does to the 
politicians. They predict that Bobby will be a big winner 
in the State where he has entered as a candidate. 

As they see it. Bobby combines great popu¬ 
larity, tremendous political muscle and enough 
money to finance a Presidential campaign. 

One thing which remains to be determined is whe¬ 
ther Bobby Kennedy's popularity has been lessened by 
President Johnson’s unexpected announcement that he 
will not be a candidate for renomination. 

Mr. Johnson’s popularity had fallen pretty low 
when he went on nation-wide television and radio sup¬ 
posedly to disclose peace moves in Vietnam. 

In the space of an hour he became a national 
hero who was sacrificing his political ambitions in 
the hope of achieving peace in Vietnam. 

Human nature being what it is. inevitably there 
was some public reaction against Senators Robert Ken¬ 
nedy and Eugene McCarthy who were running against 
President Johnson when he wasn’t running himself. 

People who had been declaring that they had lost 
confidence in Lyndon Johnson suddenly decided that the 
nation was losing a great leader. 

Highest praise came from some of those who had 
been villifying hirq most loudly only hours earlier. 

Many questions are being asked as to why Lyndon 
Johnson decided he did not want to stand for another 
term. 

On the strength of information now available it 
seems clear this was not a sudden decision on the part 
of Mr. Johnson. 

Persons close to the President now recall things 
he said and hints he dropped which indicated he did 
not plan to seek reelection. 

This writer would venture the opinion that Lyndon 
Johnson has been told by his physicians that he should 
not run again. 

He suffered a massive heart attack when he was a 
U.S. Senator. While he recovered completely from it, 
he obviously can suffer another one if he is under too 
much strain. 

Persons close to him say he has been disre¬ 
garding his doctor's orders and has been working 
15 or 16 hours a day. 

Responsibility for the overall policies followed in 
the prosecution of the Vietnam War must impose an 
enormous strain on him. 

All of these things undoubtedly prompted mem¬ 
bers of the President’s family to exert all the pressure 
they could on him to step down from the Presidency at 
the end of his present term. 

If President Johnson had announced his peace 
moves, including a halt in the bombing of 90 per 
cent of North Vietnam and had made no reference 
to his own status as a candidate for reelection, 
many persons would have accused him of playing 
politics. 

They could hardly make that allegation when he 
removed himself from the fieki of politics. 

If Ho Chi Minh makes no response to President 
Johnson’s latest peace gesture, Mr. Johnson is in a 
position where he can say to Senators Kennedy and 
McCarthy and other critics of his Vietnamese policies 
that he followed their suggestions and got nowhere. 

When I.BJ eliminated himself from the Presidential 
race some television commentators of national reputation 
informed their listeners that the fight had now been 
narrowed down to a two-man contest between McCarthy 
and Robert Kennedy. 

That’s ridiculous. 

Senator McCarthy was a symbol around whom 
people opposed to the war in Vietnam could rally. 

He was an outlet for anti-war sentiment. But no¬ 
body on Capitol Hill takes him seriously as a Presi¬ 
dential candidate. 

Eugene McCarthy has never been considered an 
outstanding Senator. A sizeable number of his col¬ 
leagues would be rated over him as Presidential pros¬ 
pects. 

McCarthy himself actually didn’t take his own 
candidacy very seriously until he drew his unexpectedly 
big vote in New Hampshire. What that vote reflected 
was the depth and extent of the anti-war sentiment, 
not that McCarthy was a potent candidate for the 
Presidency. 

Senator McCarthy suddenly became impressed with 
his own importance after his New Hampshire showing. 
He also shifted his target from President Johnson to

Ignores Order

Recently (2-6-68) the 
Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts ruled in favor 
of the Newton Centre 
N e i g hborhood Association 
(Mary Kreiger & Others), 
forbidding the operation of a 
major oil distribution center 
on Paul street in Newton 
Centre. 

Nearly two months have 
passed since - this court 
decision was handed down, a 
victory for the Association 
which was due in large part to 
the efforts of our attorney, 
Lawrence F. Shubow. 

It seems, however, that our 
rejoicing has been premature: 
The court order has not been 
enforced, despite letters to 
Mayor Basbas, the Public 


Building Commissioner, 
(who'had been specifically en¬ 
joined to carry out the order) 
and to the individual members 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

Not only has the court order 
not been enforced, but the 
Board of Aldermen is en¬ 
tertaining a petition (No. 265- 
68) which would allow the con¬ 
tinued illegal use of this pro¬ 
perty. 

It is beyond our un¬ 
derstanding why the Board 
has consented to hear this 
petition at its meeting April 8, 
while ignoring the violation of 
the court order by the Public 
Buildings Commissioner. 

We are dismayed by the 
failure of the city to carry out 
the law but are even more 
resolved to settle the matter 
justly, even at the expense of 
further litigation on our part.

Burke, in his letter of res¬ 
ignation, suggested that a 
special election to fill the 
vacancy be considered. 

An amendment asking that 
a committee of five be ap¬ 
pointed to consider methods 
of conducting an advisory 
election was made by Aider- 
man Joseph M. McDonnell. 

Though the charter says 
the aldermen must choose 
the successor, it does not 
specify the procedure by 
which they must make their 
decision, McDonnell said. 

He explained that an ad¬ 
visory election or caucus of 
the voters of Ward 3 could 
guide the aldermen in their 
choice. Such an election 
would cost the city about 
$800, according to McDon¬ 
nell. 

“When we took our oath 
of office we didn't specify 
that we would uphold only 
the laws we preferred," ar¬ 
gued Alderman William 
Wolf, who suggested intro¬ 
ducing a bill into the legisla¬ 
ture to allow a special elec¬ 
tion by secret ballot. 

According to Assistant City 
Solicitor Charles H. Morang, 
who gave a tentative opin¬ 
ion, there is no authority in 
the law for the type of elec¬ 
tion proposed by McDonnell 
and an appropriation made 
for the purpose would prob¬ 
ably be illegal. 

Alderman Melvin J. Dan- 
gel felt that a special elec¬ 
tion only brings out a small 
number of voters and a mi- 
»>rity candidate who puts 
on the best campaign often 
wins the contest, not honest¬ 
ly reflecting the wishes of 
all the people. 

Alderman Edward C. Ueh- 
lein, who said he favored 
special elections to fill va¬ 
cancies in principle but op¬ 
posed ignoring the City 
Charter, said "there is no 
public outcry in the city 
from people who don’t Hike 
our methods. A special elec¬ 
tion under the present char¬ 
ter would be an illegal pro¬ 
cedure. A caucus would be 
a fraud. If you have an elec¬ 
tion, you must have a secret 
ballot.” 

Alderman David W. Jack- 
son, who also felt the board 
should abide by the charter, 
said, "the people who elect¬ 
ed members of the board ex¬ 
pressed the trust that we 
would do our best in every 
matter whether it concerns 
land use or the filling of va¬ 
cancies."

French teacher at Bigelow 
Junior High School in Newton, 
Mrs. Judith F. VanderSalm 
will chaperone a group of 
high school students to Europe 
this summer to attend classes 
at a campus in France. 

The American Institute for 
Foreign Study has appointed 
Mrs. VanderSalm to accom¬ 
pany the student group for a 
six-week European tour dur¬ 
ing July and August. They 
will attend classes at the In¬ 
stitute Touraine in Tours. She 
will act as a combination 
guardian, aadvisor and friend 
to the students, and will help 
them make the necessary ad¬ 
justment to European life. 

The American Institute for 
Foreign study is a non-profit 
membership association of 
teachers and students. It was 
founded to meet the growing 
demand for serious summer 
programs combining study 
and travel in Europe at the 
lowest practical cost. Over 
the years, more than 800 
chaperones have accompanied 
some 8,000 high school stu¬ 
dents from all over the U.S. 
to study at 25 famous univer¬ 
sities and schools scattered 
across seven European coun¬ 
tries. The Institute also offers 
a full-year Academic Pro¬ 
gram in Germany, France, 
Italy and Spain. AIFS home 
offices are in Greenwich, 
Conn. 

The study program will not 
be substantially affected by 
recently proposed travel re¬ 
strictions. Because of the Ad¬ 
ministration's desire not to 
penalize travel for education¬ 
al purposes by teachers and 
students — coupled with the 
low cost of the trip—any trav¬ 
el tax that might be approved 
by Congress will have only a 
minimal effect on partici¬ 
pants.

The Man Behind South's 
Tennis Team Is Franks

Behind every great team 
there is a great coach. The 
Red Sox have Dick Williams, 
the Packers have Vince 
Lombardi, and the Newton 
South tennis squad has Rob¬ 
ert Franke. Under his guid¬ 
ance South's racqueteers 
6ported an impressive 19-1 
record and easily won the 
Eastern Massachusetts and 
state tennis championships, 
last year, by besting their 
crosstown rivals, Newton 
High, twice, by the score of 
4-1-. 

As a schoolboy, Bob com¬ 
peted. in basketball and 
track. He was the first- 
string center on the —Fort 
Hamilton High School bas¬ 
ketball team and pole-vault¬ 
ed an impressive 12 feet. His 
opening leg of his high 
school's mile relay team en¬ 
abled his team to earn sec¬ 
ond place in the New York 
City city meet. He sped to 
a 53.6, an excellent time for 
the strenuous quarter mile. 

Uncle Sam sent Mister 
Franke to Dartmouth Col¬ 
lege where he competed in 
Cross-Country. In his sopho¬ 
more year, Robert transfer¬ 
red to Tufts where he parti; 
cipated in basketball. His 
lack of height. (5-11), hin-| 
dered his basketball chances 
but he still managed to make 
the junior varsity. It was his 
love of sports that led to his 
coaching. 

"When you can't partici¬ 
pate and an interest in ath¬ 
letics remains, one naturally 
continues that interest in 
coaching when it is possible. 
Since my competitive days 
are over, coaching is the 
closest thing I can attain." 
Newton South is the first 
place Mister Franke has 
ever coached. 

In addition to coaching the 
South netmen. Mister Franke 
is also an assistant basket¬ 
ball coach. When questioned 
which one he prefers to 
coach, Bob replied, "The an¬ 
ticipation of each as its sea¬ 
son approaches is as great. 
It is the competition as much 
ns it is the sport which I en¬ 
joy." 

Besides his coaching re¬ 
sponsibilities, Mister Franke 
is a math teacher. Students 


I likes teaching because: “I 
enjoy my subject matter and 
I enjoy seeing youngsters j 
learn it, and when they do, 
it is very gratifying!" 

Coach Franke evaluates 
this year's tennis team, "Of 
last year's ten varsity ten¬ 
nis players, only one was 
lost to graduation. Bucky

The racqueteers easily dis¬ 
posed of most of their oppo¬ 
nents.

Coach Franke showed his 
coaching prowess by finding 
a replacement for Bruce 
Cornblatt, when he was ini- 
jured, last year.

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Profile Of An Athlete 


Jim Kavanaugh 
of Host on College 

Bv BRUCE KOPELMAN 

and LEWIS FREEDMAN 

(The fifth in a series of 
interviews with top track 
stars in the United States to¬ 
day.) 

Boston College senior 
James Kavanaugh is virtually 
a one-man army on the track. 
He's one of the major reasons 
why the Eagles have been 
pouncing on their prey fir the 
past four years, compiling 
winning records in every 
season. 

Mister Kavanaugh owns the 
BC freshman hammer record, 
167*11”, the varsity discus 
throw, 167'5 -and one half in¬ 
ches. and shot-put. 55'11”. He 
is only 5‘2" short of the 
201’10” varsity hammer 
record which he hopes to 
break this season. Jim also 
hurled the javelin 170', pole- 
vaulted 11*9”, leaped 20'6” in 
the broad jump and 6'3“ in the 
high jump. 

Equally versatile in the run¬ 
ning events, the 6'2” 198-poun¬ 
der, blazed to an 11.3 'n the 
100-meter dash and a 15.9 in 
the 110-meter high hurdles. He 
has also recorded the fine 
times of 52.5 in the 400-meter 
sprint, and 4:50.2 in the 
gruelling 1500-meter distance 
run. In other words he is just 
short of being a superman. 

Kavanaugh's introduction to 
track and field was through 
the weight events. In his 
sophomore year at Boston 
College he went out for the 
various weight throws and 
met with astounding success, 
winning eight medals i n 
regional and national com¬ 
petition, including two medals 


I in the NCAA, two in the IC4A, 
three in the New Englands, 
and one in the GBC. In ad- 
j dition, was junior A A U 
| Decathalon champion. 

As a junior. Kavanaugh 
went wild, grabbing 16 medals 
in the NCAA, IC4A, NE. GBC. 
and USTFF meets, the BC 
and Penn Relays, and the 
I Junior AAU meet. 

Thus far this season, Kav 
has captured a third place in 
the GBC shot, and seconds in 
the 35-pound weight throw in 
the GBC. IC4A, and NCAA. 

| In both the IC4A and NCAA 
weight throws. Kavanaugh's 
nemesis was Rhode Island's 
Bob Narcessian. Although 
Jim's heave of 60'9 and one- 
half inches was only 4'8 and 
one-quarter inches shy of 
Bob's NCAA meet record, 
Kavanaugh was not satisfied 
1 with his performance. 

"Naturally, I am proud that 
I was second in the nation in¬ 
doors, but the fact remains 
that I lost. I am by no means 
satisfied with my second 
place finish. I didn't feel as 
i though I was as consistant as 
I I should have been in Detroit. 
Now I must prove that I am 
better than I have shown An 
athlete must always take 
defeat in stride, but if he 
becomes complacent he is 
•over the hill'. It’s not a 
disgrace to finish second as 
ilong as you raise your sights 
and work to finish on top the 
next time. Ten or twenty 
years from now, no-one will 
remember that Jim 
Kavanaugh finished second in 
1968. All they will remember 
is that Bob Narcessian won. 
Now then, what have I ac¬ 
complished?” 

He paused then added, 
“Track gives a man an op¬ 
portunity to dedicate himself 


to a task *nd to gauge his suc¬ 
cess or failure through 
j periodic tesis. This sport is 
different from all others in 
I that you cannot find a 
i scapegoat for your lack of 
success. If you really want to j 
win you'll work hard enough 
for the dream to come true. 
At the other side of the 
balance is the amount of self- 
satisfaction one can gain 
| through victory. This self- 
satisfaction is the most im¬ 
portant asset of track and 
field. In another sport the 
credit or criticism is not all 
yours, you must have it with 
the rest of the team. You have 
the group praise and criticism 
in track, too, but in addition, 

1 you have the idea of in¬ 
dividual satisfaction or disap¬ 
pointment. If you were 
beaten, you lost, not anyone 
else. The fact :s that you 
didn't work hard enough or 
you didn’t concentrate 
enough. The problem is: Will 
you accept your position as a 
'loser’ or will you work to be 
the best?” 

Jim Kavanaugh cites 
Boston College's victory over 
Northeastern in a dual meet 
as his greatest thrill track 
“In my sophomore year, here 
at the Heights we had a 
meet with Northeastern, who 
hadn't been beaten 'in 29 j 
straight meets, and they plan- j 
ned on making us their 30th | 
victim.

Mrs. Maeve O. Finley, a 
faculty member of the Newton 
Public Schools, has just writ¬ 
ten a Teachers Guide to ac¬ 
company the Torchlighter Li¬ 
brary II series at the request 
of Harper and Row, publish¬ 
ers. Author of Haiku For You, 
a unique book used as a device 
to encourage children to crea¬ 
tive writing by means of a 
mathematical format, Mrs. 
Finley, is a fourth grade 
teacher in a cooperative 
teaching program at the Coun¬ 
tryside School in Newton. 

The just-published guide 
will help teachers in grades 
two through four to structure 
reading programs and com¬ 
municate with youth who. 
“want to push their dreams ; 
ahead of what's already been 
thought of—up and out and be¬ 
yond the stars to encompass 
the whole universe.” Mrs. 
Finley's skill and sense of or¬ 
ganization has been admir¬ 
ably employed in the creation 
of the new guide. 

Diversity of interest can be¬ 
come a secret teaching tool 
when pupils are invited to 
share fruits of their individual 
reading, rather than be bored 
by “mutual rehashing the 
same story” in a common as¬ 
signment, she points out in 
the 70-page guide. 

The work deals with 36- 
hard-cover books, several 
titles being “packaged” into 
theme subjects. Thirteen are 
analyzed in detail and these 
are a special joy for teacher 
and pupil aware of the need 
to surround youngsters with 
meaningful reading. 

For each of the remaining 
23 titles, the teacher will find 
in this guidebook an introduc¬ 
tion which will simply suggest

points of departure. Both 
teacher and pupils will profit 
from exercise of individual 
experiences as these sugges¬ 
tions are implemented and 
adapted. 

Since this guide is highly 
organized it is a substantial 
aid to the busy experienced as 
well as the beginning teacher 
in motivating even the under 
achiever to expand his span 
of interest and attention in 
class and out. Acquisition of 
new vocabulary is one result 
of encouraging the child to 
find adventure in reading 
more than one book, Mrs. Fin¬ 
ley points out. hence the “li¬ 
brary” concept. 

These techniques have been 
used successfully by the au¬ 
thor and are passed on with 
the hope that they will be 
equally helpful to teachers 
and children all over the coun¬ 
try.

the tax rate. Eight per cent 
raises for city laborers and 
foremen figure to add another 
II to the increase, making the 
total auxiliary increase S3.25. 

It was pointed out that 
the figure could be lessened, 
depending on new assess¬ 
ments this year. Although 
the figures are not yet avail¬ 
able, it is noted that SI 
million in assessments only 
represents 22 cents on the 
tax rate. 

Passage of the city budget 
by the Board of Aldermen 
came after the School Com¬ 
mittee cut $150,000 from Its 
budget as recommended by 
the Aldermen. The t w o 
groups had been at an impasse 
over the $150,000 reduction. 

At first, when the School 
Committee refused to make 
the $150,000 cut, the Aldermen 
put $100,000 for the school 
lunch pilot program into the 
budget reserve. They refused 
to move it from there until 
the committee cut the $150,000. 

A week ago. however, the 


Aldermen related and made 
the $100,000 a “line item.” 
The next day the School Com¬ 
mittee ratified its $150,000 
cut. Thursday night the Alder¬ 
men acted on the budget.

rehabilitation ad¬ 
ministration which was to 
begin in September of 1965. 

Tessler talked it over with 
his wife, Gloria, and decided 
that he had a definite obliga¬ 
tion to himself and his clients 
to learn more about the sub¬ 
ject that interested him so 
much. So he enrolled. 

“It was a very tough year,” 
he recalls, ‘what with splitting 
a full class load and a too-full 
case load. But I survived by 
cutting back on my case load 
until I finished.” 

And survive he did, to 
become one of the first six 
graduates of the program. 

Finishing in June of 1966, re 
received his master’s degree, 
returned to the fulltime prac¬ 
tice of law, and accepted a 
part-time position at 
Northeastern as instructor in 
a course called Rehabilitation 
and the Law, which he 
teaches one evening a week to 
graduate students in the same 
kind of program he so 
recently completed. 

“It's a most satisfying ex¬ 
perience,” reports Tessler, 
“to see how many young 
people, just finished with 
their under-graclnate work, 
are becoming interested in 
the particular needs of the 
handicapped.” 

His involvement with 
rehabilitation brought Tessler 
to the attention of Gov. John 
A. Volpe. The vehicle for this 
attention was a paper written 
by attorney Tessler and 
educator Robert Dantona en¬ 
titled “Architectural Barriers 
for the Handicapped.” 

The governor noted the 
value of the study of the pro¬ 
blems which confront han¬ 
dicapped people, particularly 
those encountered in public 
buildings. Tessler and others 
had studied the problem and 
framed legislation to cope 
with the situation. 

Recently in a State House 
ceremony, Tessler and four 
others were sworn in by the 
governor and became a 
functioning unit known as 
the Board to Facilitate the 
Use of Public Buildings by 
the Physically Handicapped. 

Tessler was named 
chairman and will serve for 
five years. Commenting on 
the appointment. Dr. Margolin 
stated, “In my experience 
with students over the past 
decade I have not seen anyone 
so dedicated to a cause as is 
Ben Tessler. Every physically 
handicapped person in the 
state will stand to benefit 
from his knowledge and in¬ 
sight."

The present old school 
structure would liave to be 
razed within 90 days of the 
purchase of the property 
and the foundation excava¬ 
tion filled in, according to 
the conditions imposed by 
the board. The new struc 
ture would have to be built 
within 18 months of the 
time of the sale. 

According to tile restrictions 
of the zone in which the land 
lies, the aldermen could either 
approve or reject any plan 
proposed for developing the 
pi operty. 

In other action the aider- 
men approved the extension 
of the Rumford Ave. dump to 
include an additional 16 acres 
for permitted dumping. 

Alderman David Jackson 
pointed out that the new lines 
drawn allow for a wooded 
buffer area to protect nearby 
residents. In addition, within a 
distance of 450 feet from 
Stamford St. and a portion of 
Lexington St. only burned 
refuse from the incinerator 
and clean solid fill will be al¬ 
lowed. 

Alderman William P. Mat¬ 
thews suggested that .Mayor 
Monte G. Basbas be inform¬ 
ed of the board's concern 
over the conservation of the 
dumping area. He noted that 
the Director of Public 
Works lias estimated a max¬ 
imum life of about 13 years 
for the entire dump and 
Matthew's thought this was 
an optimistic view. 

Some communities are go¬ 
ing into "high rise dumps," 
allowing a height of 20 feet 
with buffers of trees, etc.,

Newton Mental 
Health Center 
Needs Funds 

“Because of limited funds 
and space we are now capable 
of treating only 50 percent of 
all referrals,” said D r. 
William E. Stone, Director of 
the Newton Mental Health 
Clinic, “The School Depart¬ 
ment sends us about 50 per¬ 
cent of the students we have 
in treatment, and our center 
sees many a high school stu- 
; dent who walks across the 
street to our building looking 
for a friend with whom he can 
discuss a problem,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

Students from public, 
private and parochial schools 
have been ambling through 
the Clinic’s doors since 1965, 
for consultation, evaluation, 
therapy or just friendly ad¬ 
vice. This walk-in service for 
adolescents is free, as are 
therapy treatments for those 
patients who cannot afford to 
pay. 

Other services available to 
Newton residents are: free 
telephone community service, 
which directs callers to the 
appropriate agency to handle 
specific problems; a group 
therapy program for mothers 
of children in treatment, a 
group therapy program for 
ten-year-old boys who have 
adjustment problems, tutors 
for children with learning 
problems stemming from emo¬ 
tional difficulties, con¬ 
sultations with teachers of 
emotionally disturbed or 
retarded children, an adoles¬ 
cent boys work program to 
stimulate self confidence and 
provide pocket money and 
in-school and community ori¬ 
ented services. 

“This week is the official 
opening of our fund raising 
campaign,” said Edwin 
Hawkridge. President of the 
Newton Mental Health 
Association. "We are badly in 
need of Community Support.” 
The N.M.H.C. is financed both 
by the State and by the City of 
Newton, comprising 80 per¬ 
cent of the total budget. The 
rest must be raised through 
fees and contributions from 
the community at large. Mr 
Hawkridge concluded that 
“our Clinic can only be as ef¬ 
fective as the community in 
which it is located. I f 
N.M.H.C. is to be a viable and 
productive organization we 
must receive financial support 
from the citizens of Newton."

HOUSE PASSES CIVIL RIGHTS BILL 

THE HOUSE on Wednesday passed a bill outlawing dis¬ 
crimination in most of America's housing. It also makes such 
•cts as the murder of Mar tin Luther King a federal crime. 

The bill was adopted by a vote of 249 to 171 and sent to 
President Johnson for his approval,' which is considered cer¬ 
tain. Minutes earlier the House by a vote of 229-195 defeated 
a final attempt to sidetrack the measure. 

By 1970, when the full force of the legislation is felt, dis¬ 
crimination in the sale or rental of four out of five homes iri 
America will be illegal. Initially it affects only federally-aided 
housing. 

Opponents charged Congress was buckling to the pres¬ 
sure of rioters in passing the measure. 

Several hundred Marines and soldiers were still on guard 
in and around the Capitol as the House acted. They were 
placed on duty Friday night when violence flared in the slums 
behind Capitol Hill in the aftermath of King’s assassination 
In Memphis, Tenn. 


STOCK MARKET RECORDS ARE SMASHED 

VOLUME SOARED to a record level and prices advanced 
on the New York Stock Market Wednesday. Volume totaled 
20,410,000 shares compared to the previous record of 19,290,000 
eet last Wednesday. 

The list rose sharply in feverish trading early in the day. 
At one time the high speed ticker was 41 minutes behind floor 
trading. 

Golds were featured as the price of bullion rose slightly on 
the open markets. 

The Dow Jones industrial average climbed 8.21 to 892.63, 
but this is well below the highest level of the session. 


JOHNSON ANNOUNCES APPOINTMENTS 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON late Wednesday named Gen. 
Creighton W. Abrams to replace Gen. William C. Westmore¬ 
land as U.S. commander in Vietnam. 

Adm. John S. McCain Jr., commander of U.S. Naval forces 
in Europe, will succeed Adm. U.S.G. Sharp as commander 
U.S. forces in the Pacific. Sharpe is retiring July 2. 

Abrams will be succeeded as deputy U.S. commander in 
Vietnam by Gen. Andrew J. Goodpaster, chief of the Army 
War College. 

Mr. Johnson also accepted the resignation of Postmaster 
Lawrence F. O'Brien and named Marvin Watson, a White 
House aide, to the cabinet post. Watson, 43, was a successful 
Texas oil man before joining the Johnson team. 

CONGRESS APPROVES EXCISE TAX EXTENSION 

CONGRESS APPROVED on Wednesday an extension of 
federal excise taxes on telephone service and new automobile 
gales at pre-April 1 levels until April 30. The temporary res¬ 
olution was adopted by voice votes of the House and Senate 
and sent to the White House. Extended for a month were 
levies of 10 per cent on phone calls and 7 per cent on auto¬ 
mobiles.

7GERS DUNK CELTICS TO TIE PLAYOFFS 

THE PHILADELPHIA 76ers topped the Boston Celtics 
115 to 106 in the second of the National Basketball Asso¬ 
ciation playoffs at Boston Garden Wednesday night. The 
series now stands at 1 -all and the third game will be played 
Thursday evening in Philadelphia. Boston won the opening 
game 127-118. 

It was a rough, tough, defensive game. The Celts were 
trailing by seven at the half and although they kept the 
76ers from opening up, the locals had cold hands especially 
in the third quarter. The Celts scored only 17 points. 

At one time in the fourth the Celts trailed by 19 points 
with 4:38 to go, but foul shots began to add up and they 
cut the distance to nine points at the closing buzzer. 

FIRE RIPS THROUGH DOVER. N. H. SCHOOL 

ALL OF THE 195 students were at recess on Wednesday 
when fire ripped through the St. Charles grade school In 
Dover, N.H., and caused an estimated $85,000 damage. There 
were no serious injuries. 

Rev. Charles Authier of St. Charles Roman Catholic 
Church, said the city and private citizens offered the use of 
other facilities for the students. 

NEGRO YOUTHS MARCH QUIETLY IN PROVIDENCE 

MORE THAN 100 Negro youths protesting the lack of 
non-white employes in stores in a pre-dominantly Negro area 
staged an orderly dem^istr^ion Wednesday in a South Provi¬ 
dence (R.I.) shopping center. 

Youths picketed some 20 stores at the Willard Shopping 
center and urged each white store owner to hire at least one 
Negro. They charged prices in chain stores in Negro areas 
were higher than in chain store's located in white sections. 

FIRE BURNS 1,000 ACRES ON NANTUCKET 

FLAMES SPREAD through 1,000 acres of woodland In 
the middle of Nantucket Island on Wednesday. No homes 
were in immediate danger, but equipment was removed from 
an unoccupied Girl Scout camp, as a precaution. Winds of 15 
to 25 miles per hour fanned the brush fire a mile from the 
shopping district.

ALLIES LAUNCH HUGE VIETNAM OFFENSIVE 

THE LARGEST ALLIED offensive in Vietnam linking 
more than 100,000 troops from five nations, Wednesday swept 
through an 11-province area from the Cambodian border to 
the South China Sea. 

The massive push was aimed at driving some 20,000 Com- 
mur , —'pi an area around Saigon the size of Vermont. 

It was launched by more than 90 battalions of U.S., Aus- 
trali,.civ ^eaiand, Thai and South Vietnamese troops. Mili¬ 

tary spokesmen said they had run into only scattered, light 
contact with Viet Cong forces. 

VOLPE AND GOVERNORS GIVEN WARM WELCOME 

GOVERNOR JOHN A. VOLPE of Massachusetts led a 
delegation of American governors on Wednesday to Gifu, 
Japan, to view cherry blossoms from Yoro Park Hill. The 
party arrived by bus from Magoya and received their warm¬ 
est welcome since coming to Japan. Hundreds of citizens 
waved American and Japanese flags. 

Volpe, mentioned as a possible Republican choice for vice 
president, led the governors into the crowd to shake hands 
while a black uniformed band played. 

200 VILLAGES FLOODED IN EAST JAVA 

SEVEN PERSONS WERE drowned or missing and 10,000 
head of livestock lost in floods from rain-swollen rivers that 
ravaged the area of Lantogan in East Java. More than 80,000 
residents were evacuated from 200 flooded villages. 

YANKEES PLAY BALL AT KHE SANH 

IT WAS SO QUIET Wednesday at once-encircled Khe 
Sanh the American troops were playing baseball. No com¬ 
munist shells had landed in 48 hours. The Marines and U.S. 
1st Air Cavalry Division troops took advantage of the lull 
to get in some spring training. 

American forces caught two Russian-built North Viet¬ 
namese tanks only one mile from the Laotian border, and 
one was destroyed by air strikes and artillery. 

CZECHS MAY EXHUME BODY OF JAN MASARYK 

A LEADING CZECH official said Wednesday that the 
body of Jan Masaryk will be exhumed if necessary to clear 
up the circumstances that led to his mysterious death in 
1948. 

Dr. Jiri Kotlar said he had not yet "come across circum¬ 
stances indicating a crime. But if necessary the body of Jan 
Masaryk will be exhumed." The official cause of death was 
eulcide, but the newly liberalized regime opened the case 
two weeks ago.

Vote To Expand METCO Here; 
To Reduce Or Waive Tuition 


The Newton School Commit¬ 
tee on Monday night unani¬ 
mously voted to expand the 
METCO program to include 
25 more Negro children from 
Roxbury, then by a 4-3 vote 
approved tuition reduction for 
the present 75 youngsters and 
a complete tuition waiver for 
the additional 25 who will en¬ 
ter Newton schools in Sep¬ 
tember. 


Tuition for the 75 children 
now in the program will be 
cut from S599 for elemen¬ 
tary school and S819 for jun¬ 
ior high students to a 
straight $400 for the school 
year 1968-69. 

These steps, taken after 
several motions and amend¬ 
ments, represented a compro¬ 
mise on the METCO request 


for expansion of the program 
and complete waiver of tu¬ 
ition for all the Negro chil¬ 
dren. 

The overwhelming majority 
of the more than 500 residents 
who attended the meeting at 
Newton High School appeared 
to favor a complete waiver of 
tuition as a positive, forward- 
moving gesture by the City of 


Newton in helping to raise the 
educational opportunities of 
the Negro child living in the 
ghetto. 

The final action by the 
the School Committee was 
approved as a result of the 
abstention from voting by 
Committeeman Harold Ber¬ 
man who had sought a $100 
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charge for all METCO 
pupils. 

Voting In favor of the $400 
tuition charge for the original 
75 METCO children and a 
waiver of tuition for the addi¬ 
tional 25 were Edwin Hawk- 
ridge, Francis Frazier, Chair¬ 
man Manuel Beckwith and

Outstanding Leadersliij 


Boston’s Mayor Kevin H. White has demonstrated 
his qualities of leadership. 

Not only the people of his own city but citizens 
throughout the entire Greater Boston area can be grate¬ 
ful that Mayor White was able to maintain the calm 
and peace on a tense emotion-packed weekend following 
the assassination of Dr. Martin Luther King. 

Rioting, looting, the gunfire of snipers, the torches 
of arsonists, all as senseless as the murder which 
touched it off, left death and destruction in a number 
of cities. 

But in Boston the Negroes kept their cool. 

Mayor White asked them to "stay with me as your 
Mayor and make Dr. King's dream a reality in Boston.” 
And they did stay with him. 

Negro City Councillor Thomas I. Atkins, intelligent, 
articulate, also was a great help in the emergency 
which existed last Friday when the capital city had 
all the makings for a tremendous eruption. 

Tension was extremely high last Friday afternoon 
when wild rumors swept across Boston and into the 
suburbs. A wrong move in a moment of panic could 
have sparked an explosion. 

Mayor White kept his cool, and he urged Negro 
and white citizens alike to do the same. The hand at 
the helm of Boston's municipal government remained 
steady. 

Greater Boston mourned the murder of Dr. Martin 
Luther King with decency and dignity, with prayer, 
not looting, with a display of goodwill among people 
with skin of different color. 

A great many people, among them Negro leaders, 
share in the credit for the fact that no clouds of smoke 
rose above Boston from fires set by vicious arsonists; 
that no gunfire of snipers broke the early morning 
quiet: t-hat the residents of Greater Boston did not know 
the stark terror, the gripping fear, experienced by the 
people of Washington and Chicago, of Baltimore and 
Pittsburgh. 

The person most responsible for the fact that this 
was so was Mayor Kevin H. White. He didn’t do it 
alone. But his leadership was such that he was able 
to marshal a large number of people who helped him 
to do it. 

Boston and Mayor White met a searing test — and 
passed it. And all Greater Boston breathed a little 
easier. _ 

Dr. Martin Luther King 

The death of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., robs 
America of one of its greatest men, perhaps, the 
greatest humanitarian of the century. 

Out of his death must come a symphony of har¬ 
mony and love and dignity that will give hope to the 
oppressed people not only in the United States but 
throughout the world. 

In his death. Dr. King may achieve something he 
was not able to do in actual life. He may attain that 
social justice for his people for which he labored so 
long and so hard. 

A minority reacted to the insane action of Dr. 
King’s assassin with violence, striking out blindly in 
their bitter grief. But the majority, especially here in 
the Greater Boston area, responded with quiet sadness 
and the determination to follow in his footsteps seeking 
freedom and justice for all. 

It is up to us now to pick up the torch that was 
tom from the hand of Dr. King. The torch of love that 
was first ignited 20 centuries ago by another martyr 
who died for mankind. 

We hope that there will be now a massive national 
commitment to unite the Negro and other races in 
the United States in reaching the pinnacle of Dr. King's 
dream. 

We don’t know what the future holds. But we, all 
of us, know 7 who holds the future. 

In the prophetic words of Dr. King: 

"Darker yet may be the night. But this I know — 
if Jesus leads me I shall get home someday.” 

Dr. King has met his midnight. Let us hope that 
out of the darkness of his death may come a new dawn.

“Other Acts of AA ar” 

The willingness of the North Vietnamese to talk 
about talks of peace in the war-torn Southeast Asia 
country raised the spirits of all Americans last week. 

Since then, the lifting of the siege at embattled 
Khe Sanh and the seemingly slackening of the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong elsewhere, have been taken 
as further signs the way to peace may be truly open. 

We would like to caution against too much op¬ 
timism, however, because of the Communist’s initial 
statements that they would meet to talk about talks 
of peace. They said in their radio broadcast from 
Hanoi that before they will talk, the United States 
must “unconditionally halt the bombing of North Viet¬ 
nam and all other acts of war.” 

The Communists put great stress on words and 
the interpretation of words and, we wonder, what will 
in this regard constitute their interpretation of the 
words, "other acts of war.” 

We. along with the rest of concerned America, 
must grasp at any straw no matter how tenuous or 
fragile it may be and can only hope that Hanoi, for 
once, is not deceiving us and the rest of the world. 

We hope that they will not use the period of a

Women by the thousands, who ordinarly tune out 
men politicians as quickly as they can get across the 
room to the TV set, would turn out by the thousands 
to hail her. 

There isn’t a gathering place in the Commonwealth, 
including Fenway Park, which is large enough to ac¬ 
commodate the feminine voters, to say nothing of the 
men, who would w’ant to greet her. 

And it would not be much different in any other 
state in the Union. 

Jackie's impact on the women would make a 
shambles of almost any political campaign. 

Senator McCarthy, Vice President Humphrey or 
any other prospective adversary for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination can just about forget it if she 
steps into the fight in behalf of Bobby. 

Needless to say, Jackie Kennedy also would be a 
tremendous asset in the election campaign next fall if 
brother-in-law Bobby is the Democratic nominee. 

It will be interesting to see whether Bobby 
Kennedy will use Jackie in his present drive for 
the nomination. If he feels it is unnecessary, he 
presumably would save her for the fall campaign. 

Bobby will be able to make a much more reliable 
appraisal of his prospects of gaining his party’s Presi¬ 
dential nomination after he and McCarthy fight it out 
in Indiana on May 7. 

Should he fail to defeat McCarthy in Indiana, the 
likelihood is that Jackie would be brought into the 
campaign in a hurry. 


Bobby Kennedy Could Leave 
Bay State COP In Shambles 

The Republican party in Massachusetts will be 
left in a shambles by next fall’s election if Senator 
Robert Kennedy gains the Democratic Presidential 
nomination and Governor Volpe is NOT picked as the 
GOP Vice Presidential nominee. 

That is the opinion of some highly astute students 
of politics. 

Robert Kennedy probably could earn- Massa¬ 
chusetts over former Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon or anyone else the Republicans might nomi¬ 
nate for President. 

The likelihood is he could do so even if Volpe were 
Nixon's running mate. This, incidentally, is not con¬ 
ceded by the Volpe camp. 

They point out that Volpe won his first term as 
Governor when John F. Kennedy was carrying the 
state in landslide fashion in 1960. 

Volpe has never tested his strength in a head-on 
battle with a Kennedy, they add. 

This is all true. 

But while the impression exists that Bobby Ken¬ 
nedy is not as popular in Massachusetts as was his late 
brother, President John F. Kennedy, or is his brother, 
Senator Ted Kennedy, this writer would venture the 
opinion that Bobby Kennedy would carry the Bay State 
against any Republican opponent. 

It’s virtually certain, however, that Bobby 
would carry this state by a lot less if John A. Volpe 
were on the GOP ticket against him. 

This could mean a difference of three or four seats 
in the State Senate and several times that many in the 
House of Representatives. 

Top Massachusetts Republican leaders are con¬ 
vinced that Volpe will get the Vice Presidential nod if 
it appears at the time of the GOP convention that 
Bobby Kennedy will be the choice of the Democratic 
conclave. 

That judgement will have to be made on the basis 
of the best information available since the Republican 
convention will be held three weeks earlier than the 
Democratic assembly. 

At this time Robert Kennedy is the favorite to 
win the Democratic nomination for President, and Gov¬ 
ernor Volpe is about an even money choice to wind up 
in second place on the Republican ticket.

LBJ-RFK Feud Goes Back 
To 1960 Convention Battle 

A number of persons have written in to ask what 
actually caused the rift between President Johnson 
and Senator Robert Kennedy and whether it stemmed 
from their different opinions over the war in Vietnam. 

The answer is that the hostility between Lyndon 
Johnson and Robert Kennedy was bom in Los Angeles 
in the early summer of 1960 when Johnson and John 
F. Kennedy were engaged in a battle for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for President. 

Lyndon Johnson, then the majority leader in 
the U.S. Senate but an underdog in the convention 
struggle, hit out not only at John F. Kennedy but 
also at Joseph Kennedy, patriarch of the Kennedy 
family. 

LBJ’s charges at the Kennedys were of a nature 
which could be forgotten as soon as the fight was 
over. 

He blasted JFK's record of absenteeism while cam¬ 
paigning around the country in quest of delegate votes 
while he, Lyndon Johnson, by contrast, was minding 
the store in the Senate. 

This did not disturb either John F. Kennedy, who 
was moving toward a convention victory’ over Johnson, 
or his father, Joseph Kennedy, who had hired a Holly¬ 
wood mansion and was working effectively to line up 
delegate support for his son. Joe Kennedy was not one 
whose feelings bruised easily. 

Both John F. Kennedy and Joseph Kennedy forgot 
Lyndon Johnson’s barbs as soon as the convention fight 
ended. Bobby Kennedy wasn’t as ready to forgive and 
forget. 

There are conflicting versions as to exactly what 
Robert Kennedy said in a Los Angeles hotel when his 
late, great brother decided to ask Lyndon Johnson 
to be his Vice Presidential running mate. But it is 
known that Bobby argued against his selection. 

Even when Johnson helped to make possible the 
election of John Kennedy as President by carrying 
southern states for him, Robert Kennedy didn’t revise 
his feelings toward the then Vice President. 

This was true also during the nearly three 
years John F. Kennedy served as President. Robert 
Kennedy could be depended upon to be absent from 
the parties given by the Johnsons. 

It was widely believed in political circles in 1964 
that Robert Kennedy wanted the Vice Presidential 
nomination but that Lyndon Johnson didn’t want Bobby. 

President Johnson made a highly unusual trip to 
Atlantic City to dictate the nomination of Hubert 
Humphrey for second place on the ticket with him. 

The coolness between Lyndon Johnson and 
Robert Kennedy, which developed in Ix»s Angeles 
a little less than eight years ago, chilled even

The move toward some kind 
of action by the School Com¬ 
mittee began with a motion 
by Mrs. Mintz to waive tui¬ 
tion. Richard Douglas, who 
felt that the state should 
make a long standing com¬ 
mitment to all Massachu¬ 
setts communities with regard 
to programs like METCO, 
amended Mrs. Mintz's motion 
to include the $400 charge for 
75 students and waiver of tui¬ 
tion for 25. The amended mo¬ 
tion, the same as the one fi¬ 
nally passed, actually, failed 
to carry on the first round. 

There was considerable 
discussion about the actual 
costs to Uie City of Newton 
of the program which has 
been In existence for two 
years. There was no dis¬ 
agreement as to the positive 
value of the program, both 
for the pupils from Rox- 
bury and for the children of 
Newton. 

When pressed for a figure 
of actual costs Supt. Charles 
Brown said that since METCO 
pupils were placed in class¬ 
rooms where their presence 
would not bring the class size 
beyond 25, the cost of the 
teacher's salary per child 
would be about $343; supplies 
cost about $18 and supporting 
services about $30 making a 
total of about $391 per year 
per child. Dr. Brown admitted 
that actual costs were a very 
difficult thing to calculate. 
But it was on this basis that 
the $400 tuition charge w’as 
developed. 

Committeeman Harold Ber¬ 
man argued that the teacher 
is present in the classroom 
anyway, and beyond that out- 
of-pockets costs were about 
$100 per child, according to 
John Gilleland, assistant su¬ 
perintendent for business 
services. 

The present tuition charge 
for all out-of-town children 
who wish to attend Newton 
schools is $.399 for elemen¬ 
tary schools, $849 for junior 
high and $943 for high 
schools.

years there Is already evi¬ 
dence of academic strides and 
achievements: there are many 
reports of the significance of 
the Integration experience for 
Newton children; many com¬ 
munities have indicated a wish 
to participate or to expand 
present programs and it now 
appears that increased federal 
or state aid cannot be coun¬ 
ted on, Mrs. Mintz declared. 

She also said that better re¬ 
lationships must be establish¬ 
ed between Boston and the 
suburbs. There is an inter¬ 
twined need to provide chil¬ 
dren not only with basic skills 
but also with the tools to pro¬ 
gress in a bi-racial society, 
Mrs. Mintz maintained. 

Richard Douglas commen¬ 
ted that the most secure 
moral position on METCO 
would he to favor a waiver 
of tuition but said he felt 
that the committee had to 
look beyond the climate 
which now prevails to at 
least a decade. 

The major concern, he de¬ 
clared, is to find an "atttt- 
tude that will give durabil¬ 
ity to tlie commitment.” 

"A* gallant and brave as 
It would be for Newton to 
set an example for the state 
and the whole country, we 
must find a way to bring In 
the whole state,” Douglas 
asserted. 

Committeeman Vincent 
Stanton argued that the MET 
CO program has shown tangi¬ 
ble positive results. "The pro¬ 
gram." he said, "probably has 
one more year of federal 
funds behind it. If we forego 
the tuition money and give 
one year of federal money to 
those not yet involved in 
METCO. we are going beyond 
the demands to see that the 
money could go to enlarge the 
METCO commitment.” 

"We should waive tuition 
because it is something we 
owe to our own children. 
The money is as important 
to the education of our 
children as the money we 
spend on chalk and books,” 
Stanton pleaded. 

School Committeeman Ed¬ 
win Hawkridge said. "My 
heart is having trouble with 
my head." He volunteered to 
donate and raise money pri¬ 
vately with "any one here" to 
support the program but said: 
"I don't think I have the right 
morally or legally to spend 
city funds on out-of-city kids.” 

Francis Frazier also express¬ 
ed the belief that the New¬ 
ton taxpayers, many of whom, 
he said, already are struggling 
to meet the rising tax de¬ 
mands, should not be asked 
to assume the burdens of Bos¬ 
ton. That city must help it¬ 
self. he said. 

Kep. Joseph Bradley, who 
spoke in favor of the 
31 E T C O Committee re¬ 
quests, argued that passage 
of the proposals would “be 
the first constructive step 
as an indication to the Ne¬ 
gro population of the Uni¬ 
ted States that the white 
community is ready and 
and willing to take unusual 
steps to honor the memory 
of Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., and to assume its obli¬ 
gations to society.” 

"Some step forward must 
be taken by communities such 
as Newton,” Bradley noted. 
"Core cities need more help 
from the suburbs and unless 
the suburbs take up the chal¬ 
lenge from them, there could 
be more havoc than we have 
dreamed possible,” Bradley 
war’ .-d. 

M.-s. Hubert Jones of the 
Newton METCO Committee, 
observed that the program is 
unique because of the direct 
involvement of the community 
through host families, volun¬ 
teer social workers, tutors, etc. 
The only actual out-of- 
pocket costs to the city are 
about $20 for supplies, she 
said. 

"If we fail to pass this, we 
deserve to be known as the 
community which knew the 
cost of everything and the 
value of nothing,” Mrs. Jones 
concluded.

"Go east, young man,” 
some guidance counselor said, 
and Royce Shaw did. Now, 
two years later, the 61” 160- 
pound native of Los Angeles, 
California owns the Harvard 
indoor mile record of 4:02.8. 
He has also streaked to a 
1:50.6 half mile leg on the 
school’s NCAA record break¬ 
ing, indoor 2-mile relay team. 

The durable Shaw has be¬ 
come an invaluable addition 
to the Crimson squad. He 
often doubles in the mile and 
2-mile events in dual-meets, 
once racing to a 9:10 2-mile 
after a 4:07 mile. Ocassion- 
ally, he runs the half mile. 

Shaw runs track because 
“I like to run, and I like the 
competition. I like the feeling 
of being on top of the world 
after a good race and the 
spirit and closeness of a team 
both during workouts and es¬ 
pecially during a close meet. 
Track is a glamour sport — 
and I like travebng and meet¬ 
ing people I would not get 
the chance to meet other¬ 
wise.” 

Last fall, the nineteen-year 
old Shaw was beset by a 
string of injuries and missed 
most of the Cross-Country 
season. However, he plans to 
compete next season, bar¬ 
ring further injury. 

Royce considers his 4:03.4 
mile in the Harvard-Yale, 
Oxford-Cambridge meet, last 
year, as his biggest thrill in 
track and field. Shaw's rec¬ 
ord-breaking feat upset the 
Bliglish at London's White 
Stadium. "It was a new rec¬ 
ord and coupled with the im¬ 
portance of the win in such 
a big meet for us, it stands 
out in my mind more clearly 
than any other experience 
in track.” 

Sophomore Shaw first be¬ 
came interested in track while 
in junior high school. “I 
loved to run, but all my school 
had in the distance events 
was a 220! I was not good 
enough to make the team un¬ 
til ninth grade. Being inter¬ 
ested in longer distances. I 
moved up to the mile in high 
school.” 

The hardworking harrier 
does not have the typical high 
school runners' problem of 
staying in condition between 
seasons, “Since I compete in 
Cross-Country, indoor track, 
and outdoor track, there are

Royce is a government maj¬ 
or at Harvard, who plans on 
a career in either law or busi¬ 
ness. When questioned on 
! whether or not he would try 
[out for the Olympics, he re- 
! plied. “If I place in the top 
six of the NCAA mile this 
spring, I’ll definitely compete 
in the Olympic trials. If I 
think I can make the 1973 
Olympics, I’U compete until 
then, at least, if it doesn't in¬ 
terfere with my career." 

Shaw sympathizes with the 
feelings of the Olympic boy¬ 
cotting Negro athletes. But, 
“I do not feel that the boy¬ 
cott will solve anything, on 
the contrary, it will create 
tensions and bad feelings that 
did not exist before. A boy¬ 
cott is destructive action, and 
I feel that the situation calls 
for constructive action, such 
as competing in the Olympics 
and then pointing out (their) 
achievements and contribu¬ 
tions as citizens of the Uni- 
1 ted States and as athletes.” 

Jessie Owens is a supreme 
example of what he is trying 
to say. Owens was an Ameri¬ 
can first, an athlete second, 
and a Negro third. In the 1936 
Olympics when the people in 
t/he stands were infuriated 
that they had to watch a 
Negro compete with, and 
beat whites, he ignored thejr 
j comments and let his per¬ 
formance speak for itself.

FBI SAYS KING WAS VICTIM OF CONSPIRACY 

THE FBI DISCLOSED Wednesday evening that Dr. 
Martin Luther King was the victim of a conspiracy to kill 
him. The FBI named 36-year-old Eric Starvo Galt as a partner 
In that conspiracy and issued a warrant for his arrest. 

The announcement that officials believed the slaying of 
King in Memphis. Tenn., on April 4 was the first confirmation 
that it was a conspiracy, and not the work of one man alone. 
The FBI said the conspiracy involved at least one other man 
“an individual whom he Galt alleged lo be his brother.” 

The FBI portrayed Galt as a poorly educated loner with 
n taste for country and western music, vodka, beer and 
dancing. Without explaining how it knew, the FBI said Galt 
drove a white Mustang to Los Angeles, New Orleans, Birming¬ 
ham and Mexico before going to Memphis and after the kill¬ 
ing, to Atlanta. Galt was described as a white man. between 
6 8 and 5-11 inches in height, between 160 and 170 in weight, 
with medium build.

schools and for reduced tui¬ 
tion i $400, instead of $599) 
for the seventy-five pupils al¬ 
ready in the program. 

The answer is very simple. 
There were two other alter¬ 
natives before the Commit¬ 
tee. One, which I favored, 
was to charge the actual 
out-of-pocket cost of the pro¬ 
gram, which I estimated 
(with the help of tile Assis¬ 
tant Superintendant for 
Business Services) at no 
more than S100 per pupil. 

The other alternative was to 
waive tuition altogether — 
which I supported when my 
own motion to charge $100 per 
pupil was defeated. 

Let me say again, as I said 
at the meeting, that I believe 
it is unconscionable for the 


Newton taxpayers to be mak¬ 
ing money, as we have done 
for the past two years and as 
we will continue to do next 
year, out of the METCO pro¬ 
gram. 

Bringing 10(1 Ro.xhury chil¬ 
dren into the Newton schools 
next year will not cost New¬ 
ton anywhere near $30,000, 
and I see no reason to charge 
the Federal government 
(which is putting up almost 
all the money) that amount. 

Elementary economies tells 
us that tills is a marginal 
cost, to be measured not 
by tlie average cost of teach¬ 
ing 18.000 pupils hut by the 
extra cost of bringing in an 
additional 100. 

There are distinct advan¬ 
tages in charging out-of- 
pocket costs rather than wai¬ 
ving tuition altogether. It is 
true that if tuition were 


, waived altogether more money 
would become available to 
send more R o x b u r y chil¬ 
dren to other surrounding ci¬ 
ties (presumably at "full tui¬ 
tion"!). 

Blit there Is a legitimate 
question of who should bear 
the expense of such a pro¬ 
gram, especially if it is put 
on an expanded basis. In 
restilving that question it is 
important to establish what 
that expense actually con¬ 
sists of. 

The principle of limiting the 
charges to out • of • pocket 
costs (cost of supplies dis¬ 
tributed to the pupils, of sup¬ 
porting services, and of more 
intensive use of existing plant 
and equipment) is one w'hich 
could be usefully adopted by 
all communities. It is a ra¬ 
tional and a just principle. 
Moreover, it is a principle 


which makes it clear that the 
cost is in reality quite low. 

Nevertheless, when it be¬ 
came apparent that my mo¬ 
tion to charge $ 10,000 for 
100 pupils — Instead of the 
$30,000 which had been Ini¬ 
tially proposed and which 
was about to be adopted — 
had the support of only one 
of my colleagues (Mr. Man- 
dell, I voted for complete 
waiver, since that seemed 
to me to be preferable to 
the unjust enrichment of 
Newton by approximately 
$ 20 , 000 . 

It then appeared that com¬ 
plete waiver could not carry, 
there being four votes (out 
of eight) against it. The only 
choice left for me was to a- 
cept the compromise solution, 
which I did, although I ex¬ 
pressed my displeasure by 
abstaining. 


But please note that every 

other member of the School 
Committee except Mr. Stan¬ 
ton had supported that com¬ 
promise solution at one time 
or another during the meeting, 
and that the proponents of 
complete waiver preferred to 
charge METCO $30,000 rather 
than accept my motion — 
which would have carried if 
they had gone along with it 
— to charge only $10,000. 

Let me add that the compro¬ 
mise which was finally adop¬ 
ted has the distinct merit of 
satisfying — indeed, more 
than satisfying — the Newton 
taxpayer, while taking a long 
step forward toward recog¬ 
nizing the responsibility of 
the suburbs to contribute to 
the education of the children 
of the ghetto.

Developing h i s subject, 
“Why Vietnam?” he gave a 
brief history of United States 
foreign policy, showing how 
the country has gone from an 
isolationist position to involve¬ 
ment in world affairs.

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Rattles Philbin ... 

Dever Seeks Democratic 
Nomination For Congress 


Joseph G. Dever, 48year-old 
Newton author, announced his 
Democratic candidacy for Con¬ 
gress in the Third Congression¬ 
al District this week and im¬ 
mediately called on incumbent 
Cong. Philip J. Philbin to "be 
magnanimous enough, in the 
spirit of President Johnson, to 
withdraw from his quest of a 
14th term.” 

Dever, a Franklin Pierce Col¬ 
lege teacher, labor leader and 
author of "Cardinal Cushing 
of Boston." stated "Mr. Philbin 
should step down as an hon¬ 
ored, elder stateman and 
throw open the fight to candi¬ 
dates with vigor and ideas 
suited to the needs of the 

times and the neglected citi¬ 

zens of the massive and vital 
ndustnal, farm and education¬ 
al complex of the Third Dis¬ 
trict." 

The Newton man said Phil¬ 
bin has been called "one of 
the most non-controversial 
members of the entire Con¬ 
gress" and has been typified 

currenty in the press as "sel¬ 

dom dissenting from the herd 
voting." 

Dever. whose wife, Marga¬ 
ret, is also a college instruc¬ 
tor, said "if elected your Con¬ 
gressman, I would call on the 
House and Senate to enact a 
law entitling college students 
whose parents are in certain 
low and middle income annual 
salary brackets to a minimum 
monthly cash stipend of $50 
which would be channeled ex¬ 
clusively into tuition, board, 
and or textbook payments. 

"Such a system would have 
a twofold effect: aiding the 
student and also guaranteeing 
a definite flow of money into 
the colleges, many of which 
are direly in need of such 
steady support on a supple¬ 
mentary basis." 

Dever pointed out that "this 
student financial allowance 
would certainly be more ac¬ 
ceptable to the tax payer than 
our current $30 billion annual 
defense budget. If Soviet Rus¬ 
sia can subsidize its students 
at the college and university 
level, surely our own nation, 
the mightiest symbol of demo¬ 
cratic government in history, 
can do something generous 
and substantial educationally 
for our young people.” 

The Third Middeslex Con¬ 
gressional District comprises 
31 cities and towns in Middle¬ 
sex and Worcester counties. 
Cong. Philbin, 70, has served 
the district for 13 terms. 

Dever, a Boston College grad¬ 
uate, who has taught journal¬ 
ism and English at Marquette 
University and Boston College 
intown, as well as at Franklin 
Pierce College, summed up his 
proposed Congressional pro¬ 
gram: 

‘As a working man and the 
son of a working man, I know 
that we've had more than 
enough of guns. So let's talk 
about butter. The road to 
peace and gradual withdrawal 
of our boys in Vietnam, how¬ 
ever agonizing, is at last open 
to negotiation. Can we not 
now expect Congress and for¬ 
ward-looking Congressmen to 
do something substantial to¬ 
ward easing the educational, 
medical and housing burdens 
upon our people in the low 
and middle income areas of 
professional, industrial and ag¬ 
ricultural life?” 

Dever. the father of five 
grown children, is a graduate 
of Boston College, class of '42, 
and has lived in Newton for 
eight years.

Newton High School has 
been caught up in the political 
fervor of the country. 
Students wear political but¬ 
tons on their clothing; they 
paste political stickers on 
their notebooks, they discuss 
the political situation both in 
their classrooms and in their 
private conversations, they 
actively campaign for various 
political candidates. Recently, 
the Newton High Debating 
Society joined the political 
fervor of the period by 
deciding to hold a model 
political convention. 

The Debating Society sent 
out invitations to one hundred 
and twenty-two schools re¬ 
questing their participation in 
the model convention. Ac¬ 
cording to the form letter, the 
purpose of the political con¬ 
vention is two-fold: (1) "To 
promote a better un¬ 
derstanding of the workings of 
a political convention through 
participation,” and (2) "to 
nominate a presidential and 
v i ce-presidential candidate 
from each party who best ex¬ 
emplifies the spirit of the 
majority of the party.” 

The model convention 
begins Saturday morning. 
May 11, at 9:30 a.tn. and 
will terminate a t ap¬ 
proximately 5:00 p.m. Each 
school is permitted to bring 
ten delegates to the con¬ 
vention and is encouraged 
to bring a school advisor. 
The delegates can decide 
themselves which party 
they desire to belong to. and 
at the convention can 
c hoose which candidate they 
will support. Each delegate 
will be charged an entree 
fee of $1.50 to help pay for 
the cost of the day. 

The letter sent to the 
schools included a list of 
possible candidates. For the 
Republican Party the letter 
named Richard Nixon and 
Harold Stassen, declared can- 
didates; and Nelson 
Rockefeller, George Romney, 
Charles Percy, Ronald 
Reagan, John Lindsay, Jaimes 
Gavin, John A. Volpe, and 
Claude Kirk, draftable can¬ 
didates. For the Democratic 
Party, the letter named 
Robert Kennedy, Eugene 
McCarthy, Hubert Humphrey, 
and Lyndon Johnson. 

According to the Debating 
Society officers: President 
Jack Paley, Vice President 
Neal Gorfinkle, Secretary 
Carol Zinman, and Treasurer 
Jim Fentin, the morning will 
be spent discussing party plat¬ 
forms and the afternoon will 
be spent discussing the 
Presiden ial and Vice 
Presidential nominations. The 
officers added that Newton 
High students will 
impersonate the various can¬ 
didates. 

Short Day

Every science course given 
et Newton South High School 
has undergone changes in the 
past five years, Vincent J. 
Silluzio, chairman of the 
Science Department, told the 
Newton School Committee at 
the recent meeting. 

He made the statement dur¬ 
ing a review of the school's 
science program presented 
for the information of the 
School Committee. 

Silluzio noted that the 
changes, all made in response 
to specific needs or problems, 
included the dropping of some 
courses and the addition of 
new ones. 

Efforts are made, h e 
declared, to build courses 
around the basic, overriding 
ideas in the fields of science. 
In addition, greater emphasis 
is being placed on laboratory 
work. 

As example of change and 
of a course being dropped was 
one in Physiology, Siluzzio 
pointed out. It was found that 
the course was too narrow in 
scope and too superficial. The 
course was replaced with Ad¬ 
vanced Biology until it was 
discovered that the other ex¬ 
treme had been reached since 
only about eight students 
qualified. 

A further change to a 
course in advanced biology 
occurred and the enrollment 
increased about three times. 
Members of the Science 
Department are now involved 
in revising the biology course, 
he said, so that recognized 
weaknesses may be 
strengthened. 

Laboratory work is now of a 
more experimental nature 
than it used to be, Silluzio 
reported. There is more 
emphasis on the gathering of 
data and the study of scien¬ 
tific relationships. 

The most dramatic changes 
in the science program have 
occurred in Curriculum II 
courses, Silluzio reported. 
Curriculum II courses are the 
less difficult ones offered in 
the high school's college 
preparatory program. 

In 1965 when William D. 
Geer became principal, he 
was concerned with the high 
percentage of failures in these 
courses, according to Silluzio 
Curriculum II science courses 
at that time were merely 
watered down versions of

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Charter Objection Holds 
Debate on Surplus Funds 


The matter of how much of 
the city of Newton's surplus 
funds should be used to hold 
down the 1968 tax rate was 
delayed by the Board of Ader- 
men on Monday night. 

A charter objection which 
automatically postpones until 
the next meeting debate and 
action on a matter before the 
board was imposed by Aider- 
man Edward C. Uehlein. 

The Finance Committee rec¬ 
ommended that $700,000 of the 
$1,085,399 now in the surplus 
account be used towards meet¬ 
ing municipal expenses this 
year, thus keeping the tax rate 
down as much as possible? 

Use of this amount would 
mean an increase of $11.60 in 
the tax rate plus an unknown 
amount, probably less than an 
additional $1, which may be 
needed if a settlement of the 
wage contract between the city 
and the municipal laborers is 
made. 

The city laborers refused to 
accept the 8 per cent wage in¬ 
crease granted to other muni¬ 
cipal employees and their con¬ 
tract is still under negotiation. 

Alderman Franklin N. Flas- 
chner noted that the “Finance 
Committee has suddenly be¬ 
come anything but its conserv¬ 
ative self." 

If a settlement with the la¬ 
borers does not come through 
before the tax rate is set, the 
money to meet the increase 
will have to be taken from sur¬ 
plus funds leaving less than 
$200,000 in the account, Flas- 
ehner said. This is a danger¬ 
ously low amount, he pointed 
out. 

"We are just kidding our¬ 
selves into what could turn 
out to be a foolish fiscal crisis 
during the year," Flaschner 
declared. 

Alderman Harry L. Walen 
moved that $550,000 of surplus 
funds be used instead of the 
recommended $700,000. 


Alderman Joseph M. McDon¬ 
nell asked that the matter be 
tabled pending a settlement 
with the laborers. The tabling 
motion was defeated by a 16 
to 7 vote. 

Chief Assessor for the city 
Edward Fahey acknowledged 
that action by the board Mon¬ 
day night would have allowed 
for the earliest setting of the 
tax rate in years. 

It was pointed out, however, 
that an early setting of the 
late would enable some early 
collection of taxes from such 
large sources as the Boston 
Edison Co. thus eliminating 
the need to borrow funds at 
the current rate of 3.28 in¬ 
terest. 

Last year the city had to 
borrow money to meet its 
commitments for two months 
since the tax rate was not set 
until late in June. 

In other action, the board 
denied the petition of the Lu¬ 
ther Paul Wholesale Distribu¬ 
tors. Inc. for an extension of a 
non-conforming use for a dis¬ 
tribution center for a whole¬ 
sale oil business at 57 Paul St.

ASK FEDERAL TORNADO RELIEF ASSISTANCE 

KENTUCKY AND OHIO asked the federal government 
Wednesday for disaster relief aid for communities ravaged by 
tornadoes which killed 13 persons and caused $5.5 million dam¬ 
age. The number of injured was estimated at 200; hundreds 
were left homeless. Officials feared the death toll would rise 
with the clearing of rubble filled basements. 

Tornado alerts were issued by the U.S. Weather Bureau 
for southeastern Pennsylvania, Maryland, central and eastern 
Virginia, Deleware and southern New Jersey. 

COLUMBIA STUDENTS ACCUSE OFFICIALS OF RACISM 

DEMONSTRATING Columbia University students, accus¬ 
ing the school of racism, held three academic officials hostage 
Wednesday and took over the college president's office. 
Counter-demonstrators threw eggs and shouted insults at fel¬ 
low students. Campus police sealed off all but two gates to the 
campus to try to prevent violence. Three academic officials 
were released after they were held hostage for almost 24 
hours. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH SUFFERS LOSSES IN PRIESTS 

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH in the United States 
gained membership last year, but suffered significant losses 
In priests, nuns, seminarians and school enrollment. Infant 
baptisms declined for a second year in a row. Total Catholic 
memberhip reached 47,468,333. Statistics were disclosed Wed¬ 
nesday with publication of the Official Catholic Directory for 
1969 by P. J. Kennedy & Sons, New York.

U.S. INFANTRYMEN let a Vietcong battalion marching 
toward Saigon slip through their ambush and then captured 
268 men without firing a shot, U.S. spokesmen said Wednes¬ 
day.

•'America must be prepared 
for further agonies of war in 
Vietnam,” warned former 
Congressman Lawrence 
Curtis of Newton in ad¬ 
dressing the Commander's 
Banquet of Newton Chapter 
23, Disabled American 
Veterans, at the Newton 
Lodge of Elks last SiAurday 
night. 

“The prospects of an ear¬ 
ly peace may have been 
oversold,” he said, “and a 
realistic appraisal must 
take into account the yawn¬ 
ing discrepancies in the set¬ 
tlement terms so far in¬ 
dicated by the opposing 
sides. 

“In fact, up to now the only 
terms put forward by our 
adversaries amount to a de¬ 
mand for virtual (surrender by 
the United States. 

“They demand early 
withdrawal of American 
troops and bases, and the set¬ 
tlement of South Vietnam's 
affairs ‘on the basis of the 
program’ of the communist- 
dominated National Libera¬ 
tion Front. The United States 
will not agree to any such 
terms.” he predicted. 

“The bickering about a 
place to hold preliminary 
talks" Curtis added, "gives 
warning of the long and 
thorny path that lies 
ahead.” 

“We cannot forget that in 
Korea our troops suffered 
heavier casualties during the 
period after negotiations for 
peace had begun than during 
the war up to that time,” 
Curtis said. 

“So this is a time when our 
troops who are being called to 
sacrifice in far-off'South East 
Asia will continue to need the 
support and encouragement of 
the people back home. 

“It is natural for you who 
have worn the uniform of your 
country to think first of 
them.” said the former State 
Commander and national of¬ 
ficer of the D.A.V., who as a 
member of the Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Committee of Congress 
took part in an official mission 
to Vietnam. 

He observed that the ban¬ 
quet was being held at the 
time of Patriots' Day, 
dedicated to the memory of 
the men, and the public which 
full supported them, who 
“fired the shot heard round 
the world," and to the 
memory of the midnight rider 
"who spread the alarm to 
every Middlesex village and 
farm, a cry of defiance and 
not of fear.”

By that decision, affect¬ 
ing the city of New Bed¬

Ward 
5 has more than 7,400 regis¬ 
tered voters and Ward 7 a 
little over 4.400, both well ov¬ 
er the 15 percent margin oY 
variance allowable under the 
one-man. one-vote concept. 

In order to bring the 
change about, it will be ne¬ 
cessary for Newton, and/or 
any other community, to in¬ 
stitute proceedings. Election 
Comm. Sec. Alan W. Licarie 
said last week he expects his 
office probably will receive a 
petition requesting the 
change, although at this time 
there seems to be no group 
interested in promoting the 
equalization move.

Next Tuesday’s Presidential Primary in Massachu¬ 
setts will cause no headlines in newspapers across the 
United States; nor will television crews for coast-to- 
coast networks be waiting to analyze the first returns 
as was the case in New Hampshire and Wisconsin. 

Indeed, the average Bay State voter probably will 
observe the occasion by remaining away from the polls. 

However, there is no justification for the public 
apathy which will keep the voter turnout low in our 
State next Tuesday. 

Even though there will officially be no contest 
among Presidential candidates in Massachusetts on 
either the Republican or Democratic side of the poli¬ 
tical fence, any voter can manifest his or her choice 
for President. 

If you favorite candidate for President is not listed 
on the ballot, you can write his name onto the ballot, 
and your vote will be counted. 

That is true whether you are a Democrat and pre¬ 
fer Robert F. Kennedy, Hubert Humphrey, Eugene Mc¬ 
Carthy; or are a Republican and wish to recoiri your¬ 
self for Richard Nixon, Nelson Rockefeller or favorite 
son John A. Volpe. 

The important thing is that you make your views 
felt and record yourself for some candidate. You can 
only do that by going to your polling place and casting 
a ballot next Tuesday. Don’t be one of the apathetics. 

The Torturous Path 

To ordinary people like us, the torturous ways of 
diplomacy leave us slightly baffled. For instance, we 
can’t understand why the North Vietnamese cannot, 
after all this time, decide where their representatives 
will meet with American representatives to talk about 
preliminary talks to end the Vietnam conflict. 

Over the past weekend, officials in Washington 
urged Hanoi to "knuckle down” to the business of se¬ 
lecting a site. They said if North Vietnam was serious 
about opening peace contacts, it would conduct ex¬ 
changes through diplomatic channels and not engage 
in “public polemics.” 

We feel the President is sincere in offering to nego¬ 
tiate. We do not have that much faith in Ho Chi Minh 
and General Giap, his Minister of Defense. After all, 
their response to President Johnson’s initiative amounts 
to the agressor asking the defender to unconditionally 
and unilaterally stop retaliating against the aggressor’s 
invasion before he will even talk about his terms. 

At the present time, the North Vietnamese have 
proposed two sites, and two sites only, where they say 
representatives will meet with our representatives. 
Our government has objected to both sites and has 
offered a total of 15 others. But Hanoi is adamant. They 
will consider only Warsaw, Poland, and Phnom Penh, 
Cambodia. 

Remembering past history, when some of our dip¬ 
lomatic moves were made known to the Communists in 
advance through Comunist agents planted in or near 
our top echelons of government, we wonder if Hanoi’s 
two sites were deliberately chosen because they knew 
in advance we would reject them? 

We wonder, too, if Hanoi is using the time being 
consumed by what Washington calls "public polemics” 
to re-supply and refurbish its weary, torn units in the 
field? 

Acording to news correspondents in South Vietnam, 
the Communists are pouring men and supplies down 
from North Vietnam while we, true to the President’s 
pledge, are not bombing north of the 20th parallel. 

As we said the torturous ways of diplomacy leave 
us slightly baffled. We wonder how long it will be before 
Hanoi makes some meaningful gesture of sincerity on 
its part ? 

Medicaid Report Due 

State Administration and Finance Commissioner 
Anthony P. DeFalco will submit to Gov. Volpe this 
week another report on his investigation of Medicaid 
costs, and the program in general. 

It is expected to show that the medical costs the 
state pays for public welfare recipients and non-welfare 
low-income families, continued to skyrocket through 
December, January and February. 

DeFalco, aware of the tremendous burden being 
placed on the taxpayers by the program, said: “It is 
possible that some corrective action will be taken in 
e week.” 

“I am exploring all avenues permitted by Title XIX 
(Medicaid) that will help us contain these costs if we 
deem this course is absolutely necessary to meet our 
obligations to the taxpayers and, at the same time, not 
deprive health services of any kind to those who are 
truly financially handicapped.” 

While the whole program is meritorious, DeFalco 
pointed out that “the cost is having a tremendous im¬ 
pact on the tax rate of the Commonwealth, a matter 
of great concern on the state and local level.” 

To date, all studies show that at least two-thirds 
of the 1969 fiscal Medicaid budget will go to paying all 
the medical needs of children in non-welfare families. 

Although the application form for Medicaid was 
changed by State welfare officials last December—after 
much criticism of the original application form — it 
would seem that it needs further revision. It still con¬ 
tains loopholes that allow high-income families to be¬ 
come eligible for Medicaid benefits. 

Gov. Volpe should take steps to correct a situation 
that already is too far out of hand.

The hearing 
extended to 1 a.m. at which 
time the show of hands 
numbered 35 — not 20. Salient 
points presented and not 
reported follow for public in¬ 
formation: 

1. Originally, this land was 
sold to Sylvania over the pro¬ 
test of residents of Oak Hill, 

Oak Hill Park and Newton 
Highlands. The Board of 
Aldermen were to act as our 
guardians of the bulding 
restrictions. To change any of 
the deed restrictions would be 
a betrayal of public trust by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

2. At present, 4,000 people 
are employed in the Needham 
Industrial Area. This traffic 
conducts itself without regard 
to human life and property. 

Our streets are narrow secon¬ 
dary lanes not designed to 
cope with existent traffic. The 
only access to Rt. 128 is via 
Winchester, Wallace or 
Christmas sts. Needham 
authorities contacted have no 
cognizance of any planned 
egress through Needham to 
128. 

3. With no public transporta¬ 
tion, children and adults from 
this Countryside area must 
walk through Winchester and 
Dedham sts. for the library, 
playgrounds, churches,

Political observers would have been watching to see 
how Lieutenant Governor Elliot L. Richardson and At¬ 
torney Francis W. Sargent, prospective opponents in 
1970, fared in the GOP popularity poll. 

But the Bay State voters this year can’t pick 
and choose between the unopposed delegates-at- ' 
large to make one look a little better than the other. 

Unopposed candidates for election as delegates-at- 
large to the two nation convention are not listed on the 
ballot. They are assumed to be elected. There is no way 
to vote for or against them. 

A provision in the new Presidential Primary law 
that the candidates for election as delegates and alter- 
nates-at-large are automatically elected if they are 
unopposed has caused a great deal of public confusion, r 

The obvious purpose of this portion of the law was * 
to prevent the ballot from being unnecessarily cluttered 
by a long list of names. 

But the average person finds it a little difficult , 
to understand that these delegates have acutally , 
been elected before a cross was marked on a ballot 
or a switch turned on a voting machine. 

What this has done has been to eliminate the unof¬ 
ficial popularity contest which developed when a per¬ 
centage of the voters went down the lists, marking 
crosses for unopposed candidates they liked and passing 
up those politicos who didn’t appeal to them. 

Thus an interesting sidelight to the Presidential 
Primary has been eliminated. 

Unless a startling upset occurs when the returns 
are counted next Tuesday night, the Massachusetts 
delegates will be bound by law to vote on the first bal¬ 
lot for Governor Volpe at the Republican national con-' 
vention and for Senator McCarthy at the Democratic 
conclave. 

But what will happen on the second ballot — if 
the fights for the Presidential nominations last more 
than one ballot? 

To some extent, at least, the answer to that 
question w ill be shaped by the outcome of fights for 
election as district delegates. 

It's possible that former Vice President Nixon 
might pile up enough votes on the first ballot at Miami 
to carry away the Republican nomination. 

It’s less likely that any of the Democratic hopefuls 
can achieve an opening-ballot triumph — unless Pres¬ 
ident Johnson should engineer a tremendous swing to 

Vice President Humphrey.

California Poll Deals Blow 
To Bobby Kennedy's Hopes 

Political circles, incidentally, are still buzzing with 
the reaction to the results of a well respected poll which 
may do severe injury to the candidacy of Senator Robert 
Kennedy. ' * 

In fact, if is an accurate reflection of voting 
sentiment in California. Bobby Kennedy may be 
knocked out of the Presidential fight before the 
Democratic national convention is called to order 
in Chicago. 

Political pundits have generally picked Robert Ken¬ 
nedy as the top Democratic candidate for President 
in the belief that he is tremendously popular. 

A poll of public sentiment in California indicates 
that Bobby's vote-pulling power may be over-estimated. 

It showed: 

1. That Nelson Rockefeller would carry California 
over any Democratic opponent, including President 
Johnson and Senator Robert Kennedy. 

2. That President Johnson and Senator McCarthy 
would defeat former Vice President Nixon in the state 
where he made his political start. 

3. That Nixon would carry California over 
Kennedy or Humphrey. 

Most politicos find it difficult to believe that «j. 
McCarthy could top Nixon in California but that i 
Bobby Kennedy could not. 

That’s what the poll showed. Whether it is 
accurate or not is another matter. 

If it is accurate. McCarthy should best Bobby Ken¬ 
nedy in California. That would be nearly a fatal blow 
to Bobby. 

The survey also provides ammunition for those 
liberal Republicans who have been arguing that Rocke¬ 
feller could make a better run for the Presidency and 
have a better chance of w inning than could Nixon. 

It has revived talk of a possible Republican “dream” 
ticket composed of Governor’s Rockefeller and Reagan. 

That could prove to be a “nightmare” slate if the 
dreams materialize and the women voters come to re¬ 
alize next October that Rockefeller and Reagan are 
both divorced. 

Some politicians insist that times have changed 
and that this is no longer a factor. It certainly would 
be interesting to see whether the delegates to the 
Republican national convention risk finding out whether 
they are right.___

Under Title III grant the 
public, parochial, and private 
schools of Brookline, Belmout 
Lexington, Newton, Waltham 
and Watertown, together with 
the Museum of Fine Arts of 
Boston, will bring live expe¬ 
rience in the fields of music, 
drama, dance and fine arts 
to the students. 

With imaginative use of re¬

our nation now faces at home 
and abroad — our com¬ 
mittment in Vietnam, the 
crisis in race relations, the 
tolerable incidence of crime 
and delinquency in the streets, 
the lag in education, the blight 
in our cities,” Bradley con¬ 
tinued. 

“I ask the people of the 
Third District to consider how 
often they have been able to 
state with any degree of cer¬ 
tainty where the incumbent 
congressman stands or has 
stood on these issues of vital 
national interest,” Bradley 
stated. 

“And I now ask the in¬ 
cumbent congressman t o 
make known his positions on 
these matters. I extend to him 
the standing invitation to 
debate these issues—any 
time, any place, at his con¬ 
venience,” Bradley said.

The program of the three- 
day convention will be center¬ 
ed around Bible instruction 
and application, according to 
Mr. Montopoli. presiding min¬ 
ister oT the Newton congre¬ 
gation. “While many organ¬ 
izations would use time dur¬ 
ing the gathering for the el¬ 
ecting of officers and com¬ 
mittees, we have found that 
by handling these matters 
before the assembly we have 
more time to devote to Bible 
discussions.

The switch from one party 
to another was minimal, 
Licarie said. 

Though exact figures have 
not yet been compiled, Licarie 
estimated that there are about 
49,000 registered voters in 
Newton. 

Between Nov. 9 and March 
30 the Newton Election Com¬ 
mission registered 2,022 voters. 

There are no up-to-date ex¬ 
act figures available, but as 
of Oct. 18, 1967 there were in 
Newton 13,925 registerd Re¬ 
publicans, 16,802 Democrats 
and 16,406 Independents. 

The only major contests 
listed on the primary ballots 
are for election as Republi¬ 
can National Convention del¬ 
egates and for seats on the 
Democratic State Committee 
from both the Norfolk and 
Middlesex and from the 
Norfolk and Suffolk Dis¬ 
tricts. 

On the Republican ballot 
two delegates and two alter¬ 
nates will be elected as dis¬ 
trict delegates to the GOP na¬ 
tional convention. Voters may 
vote for groups of two or for 
single candidates. 

Frederic C. Dumaine Jr. and 
Lisa J. Neuojherz are listed on 
the ballot as Group I delegates. 
Opposing them and listed as 
Group II delegates are New¬ 
ton Monte G. Basbas and Alex¬ 
ander Ellis, Jr. Also seeking 
a delegates post is G. Ronald 
Kesinger. Ernest McKenzie, 
Jr., and George E. O'Rourke 
are running as alternates 
against Edward M. Dickson 
and Margaret B. Hunter. 
Mayor Basbas is expected to 
roll up a big vote in Newton. 

On the Democratic side 
Group I delegates running are 
Representative Joseph G. Brad¬ 
ley of Newton and Paul G. 
Counihan. Their only opposi¬ 
tion is from former State Sen¬ 
ator Richard Robert Caples, 
now of Weston. Seeking the 
alternate delegate election are 
Richard E. Landry and Charles 
O'Hanlan. Opposing them and 
not grouped is Dolores L. 
Mitchell. 

One man and one woman 
will be elected to the Demo¬ 
cratic State Committee from 
each of the state senatorial dis¬ 
tricts. 

Battling it out in the Nor¬ 
folk • Middlesex district for 
the post of Democratic State 
Committeeman are Commit¬ 
teeman Robert W. Gallagher 
of Newton who Is standing 
for reelection. Attorney San¬ 
ford A. Kowal. also of New¬ 
ton, who is active in the 
ADA. Robert E. Bid well of 
Dedham, and Janies E. 
Mooney of Needham. 
Gallagher is generally fa¬ 
vored to win another term as 
Democratic State Committee¬ 
man although Kowal Is expec¬ 
ted to give him a strong fight 
in Newton. 

Democratic State Commit- 
teewoman Betty Taymor of 
Newton is being vigorously op¬ 
posed In the same district by 
Mrs. Margaret Connors Harsch 
of Weston. 

Running in the Norfolk-Suf-

Women running are Jean S.

Harcourt Wood is the only 
candidate for Republican State 
Committee from the Norfolk-

trict James H. Henderson is 
unopposed for election as Re¬ 
publican State Committeeman, 
while Katherine F. Bruce is 
opposed by Sylvia F. Barry.

More Time Is Urged To 
Complete Medicaid Study 


Senator John M. Quinlan, R- 
Dover, this week expressed 
hope that the Legislature will 
act immediately to extend the 
life of a Study Commission 
looking into eligibility qualifi¬ 
cations and rates for Medicaid 
in Massachusetts. 

Last Fall Senator Quinlan 
co-sponsored a bill filed by 
Senator William D. Weeks of 
Cohasset providing for a 
Study Commission consisting 
of three Senators, five 
Representatives, and five ap¬ 
pointees of the Governor. 

"The bill was passed by the 
Legislature and signed by 
Governor Volpe in Decem¬ 
ber,” Senator Quinlan 6aid. 
“Appointments to the Com¬ 
mission were made, and the 
study begun. 

“The Commission has failed 
to complete its work during 
the time allowed by the 
legislation. We are faced with 
the urgent need to extend it," 
Senator Quinlan went on. 

“While I strongly favor the 
principle of Medicaid—that no 
one should be denied needed

medical or dental care for 
lack of financial resources—I 
also strongly question whether 
the intent of our 1966 legisla¬ 
tion providing for Medicaid is 
not being far too liberally In¬ 
terpreted by the state Depart¬ 
ment of Public Welfare.

"Senator Weeks and I In¬ 
tend to press strongly for ac¬ 
tion in the Legislature to ex¬ 
tend the time necessary so 
that this Commission may 
complete its study and recom¬ 
mend corrective legislation 
this year.

Police Cadet 
Program To 
Start By June 

Newton Police C a p t. 
William F. Quinn said this 
week that the Police Depart, 
ment cadet program i s 
expected to get underway by 
June. 

The Board of Aldermen has 
appropriated $10,000 for the 
program, although police re- 
quested $19,000 for six 
cadets. Indications are that 
only three cadets will be ap¬ 
pointed initially until the pro¬ 
gram is underway and 
flourishing. 

Quinn said he is still 
receiving material from the 
Cincinnati Police Dept, which 
has had a cadet program for 
about 10 years. He said 
Newton is interested in know¬ 
ing the training and aptitude 
requirements used by that 
department. 

So far, Quinn said, there 
have been about a half dozen 
applications for cadet posts. 
He said anyone is welcome to 
apply at his office in West 
Newton. 

Applicants must be high 
school graduates with a desire 
to continue their education at 
night, or whenever the cadets 
schedule permits. 

Although no contracts will 
be required. Quinn said that 
the city is hopeful to get can¬ 
didates who will want to take 
the regular police ex¬ 
amination after their cadet 
training period is completed. 

Besides being high school 
graduates, applicants must be 
18 or over, but not have 
reached their 23rd birthday.

Mail patrons offended by 
pandering advertisements can 
now take steps to curb such 
mail, Postmaster Ephraim 
Martin said today in an¬ 
nouncing plans for ad¬ 
ministering a new law which 
gives each family the right to 
decide that an ad is 
“erotically arousing or sex¬ 
ually provocative.” 

”hen an advertisement sent 
through the mails is offensive 
on these grounds, a postal 
patron can now ask the post 
office to direct the mailer to 
send no more mail to him and 
to remove immediately the 
patron's name from all mail¬ 
ing lists he owns, controls or 
rents. 

To assist patrons, the Post 
Office Department has 
published a brief pamphlet — 
How You Can Curb Pandering 
Advertisements — which is 
now available at your local 
post office. In addition to ex¬ 
plaining how the law works, 
the pocket-size leaflet con¬ 
tains a form letter one can 
use when sending his com¬ 
plaint to the post office. 

This pamphlet explains that 
when a patron receives an 
advertisement which is, in his 
opinion, pandering, he must 
send the ad, its envelope and 
the form letter, or one which 
includes its language, to his 
post office with the words, 
“Request for prohibitory 
order” on the face of the 
envelope. 

Postmaster Martin said: 
"This new law should give 
some protection to American 
families offended b y ad¬ 
vertisements they believe to 
be morally harmful 
particularly to their children. 

“Last year the Post Office 
Department received some 
140,000 complaints from those 
offended by pandering ad¬ 
vertisements. While in most 
cases the ads were not legally 
obscene and were therefore 
mailable, they are often of¬ 
fensive and are usually not 
the type of material one would 
want his children to read," 
Postmaster Martin said. 

He added that “because the 
law gives a mail patron the 
sole right to decide what is of¬ 
fensive, and does not deny 
others the right to receive the 
same mail, the Congress felt 
it does not violate Con¬ 
stitutional guarantees o f 
freedom of speech.” 

While the patron's com¬ 


plaint will only be directed to 
the sender, Postmaster 
Martin believes that one or

Having successful teams is 
not one of the reasons why 
Mr. Rodrick enjoys coaching, 
j "Coaching gives me the oppor¬ 
tunity to work with boys in 
a context other than a class- 
j room. This enables me to build 
j a different and rewarding re- 
| lationship with boys that lasts 
; beyond their school days." 

When questioned on which 
sport he preferred to coach 
Lew responded, “I prefer bas¬ 
ketball over baseball because 
of the faster pace of the 
game . . . but baseball over 
basketball because of the va¬ 
riety of skills involved in the 
fact it is played outdoors." 

As a highschooler. Lew at¬ 
tended Stoneham High School 
i and was a basketball and 
baseball letterman. "I played 
both guard and forward in 
basketball and outfield and 
first base in baseball,” remem¬ 


bers Rodrick. After gradua¬ 
tion, Lewis studied at UCLA 
for one year and then trans¬ 
ferred to the University of 
Massachusetts for his final 
three years of college. "I did 
not compete in any intercol¬ 
legiate because I wanted to 
concentrate on my studies," 
recalls Rodrick. 

Coach Rodrick believes the 
junior varsity baseball's suc¬ 
cess will depend on depth ver¬ 
sus ability. "We are strong in 
pitching and the outfield in 
terms of ability but not in 
terms of depth. We are fortu¬ 
nate in that two of our play¬ 
ers can play two or more po¬ 
sitions in the infield. The jun¬ 
ior varsity team's line-up will 
vary from game to game be¬ 
cause several players will play 
with the varsity from time to 
time and because the talent 
of the junior varsity is so 
nearly equal that some play¬ 
ers will be alternated." 

At the moment, the start¬ 
ing lineup is very uncertain. 
Paul Selby, Fred Virgilio, 
Thurston Tarter, Steve Stock- 
man will fight it out for the 
pitching and/or outfield chores 
with Barry Cain and Bill Grod- 
berg also contesting for the 
outfield. In the infield, Bob 
Eisenberg will hold down 
first base while Kenny Greene. 
Emmons Levine. Bruce Gor¬ 
ton. and Barry Cain battle for 
the remaining positions. 

With the many proven dia¬ 
mond men and the expecta¬ 
tion of a fruitful season Lew¬ 
is Rodrick may find coaching 
at Newton South rewarding 
enough to return for another 
season.

Profile Of An Athlete 
Bob Seamen of DSC

In this rapidly fluctuating 
world of ours, many things 
are insecure. And as they say, 
"Records are made to be 
broken." But today, the world 
record in the pole vault is 
often not the same as it was 
yesterday, or will be tomor¬ 
row. 

Settled quite comfortably in 
the usually precarious perch of 
king of the pole vaulters, 
however, is Bob Seagren of 
the University of Southern 
California. Chances are, that if 
anyone breaks the world’s rec¬ 
ord soon, it will be Seagren. 

The California native was the 
first man ever to clear the 17- 
foot mark indoors. He accom¬ 
plished this feat in March of 
1966. vaulting 17"*” while at 
Glendale College. At this time, 
he was a roommate of John 
Pennell, who was the world s 
premier pole vaulter. Seagren 
learned a great deal about 
form and technique from Pen- 
nel, but could never beat him. 
Before his record-breaking per¬ 
formance (with which he beat 
Pennel, who vaulted 16'6") 
Seagren used to go around 
saying: "Beat John? Are you 
kidding?" Afterwards he said: 
“I really never thought I 
would.” 

At the end of the year, Sea¬ 
gren transferred to USC 
where he is now a junior. 
Now, he is a roommate of 
Paul Wilson, who is the cur¬ 
rent world recordholder in the 
pole vault outdoors, at 17'8". 
The 21-year-old Seagren is 
quite confident that he will re-

gain the world mark. "I think 
I can do 18 feet." Despite the 
brashness of this statement, 
many experts feel that he 
can. and will, become the first 
to top the 18-foot barrier. 

Bob Seagren s perseverance 
and dedication (to pole vault¬ 
ing) will carry him to greater 
heights. He is an extremely 
hard worker, lifting weights, 
running middle distance work¬ 
outs, and practicing gymnas¬ 
tics constantly. His event re¬ 
quires the combination of 
skills of ail trackmen. He must 
have speed, strength, stamina, 
and spring. 

Sometimes Seagren likes to 
enter other competition, to 
test his overall skill. Once, 
just for fun, on the spur of 
the moment, he entered a de- 
cathalon. He had never even 
tried some of the events be¬ 
fore the meet. Seagren com¬ 
ments on his experience: "The 
officials laughed like mad 
when 1 threw the discus and 
my first two attempts with 
the javelin were line drives 
that didn't even stick in the 
ground. I landed head first 
in the sand on my first broad- 
jump. I couldn't keep my butt 
from hitting the hurdles. I was 
unbelievable." Despite some 
minor difficulties, Seagren 
earned a fifth place in the 
field of 16 . 

Bob Seagren has broken 
over fifteen poles in his pole 
vaulting career, but has not 
received an injury. In spite 
of the "scary sensation” 
when the pole snaps, Seagren 
has had no second thoughts 
about his chosen field 
(event). Unfortunately, Bobs 
dedication has not spilled over 
into his school work and he 
has had difficulties in the past 
in maintaining a respectable 
scholastic average. As he says: 
“I’m too dedicated to pole 
vaulting, which is a full-time 
job, to become a full-time 
student." 

USCs most self-assured 
young man loves the travel 
involved with pole vaulting. 
Because of his track affilia¬ 
tions Seagren has had the op¬ 
portunity to see Germany, 
Brazil, Finland, Mexico, Rus¬ 
sia, Canada, Czechoslovakia, 
Switzerland, Poland, and Nor¬ 
way, not to mention nearly 
every corner of the United 
States. 

Bob Seagren feels quite con¬ 
fident that he will be return¬ 
ing to Mexico this October. 
This time as a member of the 
US Olympic team.

Foxboro Co. To Automate 
Kendall’s Bleach House 


The Foxboro Company has 
received a repeat order to 
complete the instrumentation 
of what is believed to be the 
first completely automated 
bleach house in the country. 
Foxboro will automate five 
more bleach kiers in the 
Walpole plant of the Kendall 
Company, manufacturers of 
surgical supplies and 
nonwovens. 

Kendall recently started up 
eight raw stock cotton 
bleaching machines which 
were automated by Foxboro. 
The new batch control system 
installed has increased pro¬ 
duction, cut costs and im¬ 
proved operations, according 
to Kendall Company officials. 
Kendall and Foxboro 
cooperated in designing the 
system. 

Each kier in the system is 
controlled from its own con¬ 
trol cabinet. The panel con¬ 
tains a temperature recorder 
and a punch card pro¬ 
grammer. Programmers in¬ 
itiate and time all contol func¬ 
tions. Each programmer has 


30 on-off functions for control 
of the various adds, levels and 
drain valves. Instruments 
housed in Foxboro cabinets 
are easily accessible from the 
front. 

During the time that a batch 
is run, cotton is automatically 
scoured, bleached, soured and 
rinsed. The cotton is removed 
in one bulk lot. opened up and 
dried in one continuous opera¬ 
tion. 

Instrumentation for the 
chemical makeup systems 
generally consists of con¬ 
ductivity and level control 
loops on the caustic and 
sulphuric acid makeup tanks. 
A magnetic flow transmitter 
is used in ratioing sodium 
hypochlorite to water flow for 
hypochlorite makeup tanks. 
Flow of water is regulated by 
a level controller.

Klan Recruits 
Young Bigots 

B HENRY P. LEIFERMANN 

ATLANTA, (UPI) — For 
less than It costs to Join the 
Boy Scouts your son or 
daughter ran enlist in the 
Klan Youth Corps, learn 
close-order military drill, 
and grow up to be a racial 
bigot. 

The Klan Youth Corps is 
part of today’s new action Ku 
Klux Klan. still the biggest of 
all hate organizations, black 
or white. Dues are $2 in the 
youth corps, payable when 
you can get it, and there are 
no uniforms to buy that can¬ 
not be made at home with a 
bedsheet. 

Smoother and slicker than 
before, the Klan is cropping 
up in such unexpected places 
as the Model Cities Program, 
a showcase federal plan to 
revitalize the nation’s cities. 

In Atlanta, Calvin Craig, a 
big, six-footer fond of pistols 
and trained, he says, in 
Klan sniper and Molotov 
cocktail schools, has taken 
over a sizeable portion of 
the Model Cities program. 
Craig is the Grand Dragon 
of the United Klans o f 
America in Georgia, a branch 
of the United Klans headed by 
Robert Shelton of Tuscaloosa, 
Ala. The UKA’s 15,000 
members make it the biggest 
of all the Klans. 

FRONT GROUP 
Craig likes to boast also of 
his success in another new 
field for the Klan, voter 
registration. Through a front 
group, the Georgia Voter 
Registration Committee, 
Craig says he rivals the 
League of Women Voters and 
the AFL-CIO in registering 
“the right kind” of voters. 

Two years ago, according to 
estimates by the House Un- 
American Activities Com¬ 
mittee, there were 17,000 
Klansmen in 18 states. The 
membership rolls go up and 
down like popularity polls 
each year. 

But, the significance of 
the Klan, as with militant 
black groups, lies not in its 
numbers but in its influence 
among whites, in its isolated 
acts of terrorism, and in its 
ability to provoke violent 
responses among whites 
and blacks. 

If it were not for its durable 
terrorist arm, says the House 
committee, the pool hall 
loungers and psychopaths that 
fill much of the Klan ranks 
could be dismissed a s 
ludicrous children playing at 
secret codes and war games. 

LIKE BOY SCOUTS 
The Klan Youth Corps, for 
example, is seriously regard¬ 
ed by Grand Dragon Craig 
and Imperial Wizard Shelton 
as comparable to the Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts o r 

Campfire Girls. 

To join the corps youngsters 
12 to 18 sign a pledge that 
they not only are members of 
“the white gentile race” and 
believers in white supremacy, 
but also are “sound in mind," 
Shelton claims “thousands 
of members in five southern 
states" for the Youth Corps, 
but the FBI says that’s an in¬ 
flated claim. 

One night a week in a con¬ 
verted store on Stewart 
avenue in southwest Atlanta 
i that is Georgia Klan head- 
i quarters, the junior Kluxers 
' take their training. 

Craig will not let outsiders 
I watch the proceedings, but he 
says a typical night includes 
. eight-millimeter films from 
I the Atlanta public library that 
depict the ills of dropping out 
of school and teach first aid 
| skills. 

"We're teaching them 
eloseorder drill," he ex¬ 
plains, “because It's Just 
like in the army. The only 
way you can have 
teamwork Is to learn how to 
1 take orders together.” 

I It is a short step from the 
Klan Youth Corps to the still- 
violent Klan mentality that 
dominates the actions and 
fears of the “adult” Kluxer. 

In Louisiana, one Kleagle 
chapter leader has a aixth- 
grade education, was 
discharged from the Army 
because of dementia praecox, 
and has a mental age of about 
10 years. 7 months. 

An Arkansas Klansman 
was discharged from the 
| armed services with the 
notation, “mental deficient- 
moron.” Another balked at 
told the Klan was for 
“Protestants only.” He said 
he was a Baptist. 

Klan initiation rites when 
the FBI, “just to let him 
know we know." 

I Klansmen on police forces 
t in the deep south haw been no 
surprise. But in Chicago, at 
least six city police officers 
I have been revealed as Klan 
I members. 

Exactly how the Klan in¬ 
filtrates police departments— 
one of its favorite targets—Is 
not known. But usually it is a 
case, says the FBI, of the 
policeman's coming to the 
Klan and not a matter of ac¬ 
tive recruitment among police 
forces. 

The new look of the Klan to¬ 
day has taken a lesson from 
civil rights workers. Using 
front organizations such as 
Georgia’s voter registraiton 
committee, the Klan is going 
all-out this election year to 
register voters In the South. 
Georgia's Craig claims

SIT WITH NEGROES 

Both men sit on the city¬ 
wide steering committee of 
the Model Cities mass con¬ 
vention. The chairman of the 
convention is Lewis Peters, a 
Negro. The executive director 
of the anti-slum program is 
Johnny C. Johnson, another 
Negro. 

Craig says the combination 
of Klansmen and Negroes is a 
happy one. 

“I've always said the best 
way for a white man to 
understand the problems of 
the Negro is for the two to 
sit together at the con¬ 
ference table. Tills is 1968 
not 1868," he declared. 

That Is Klan public relations 
at work in the field.

I' James Guthrie 
Is Successful 
In Two Careers

SAN BE RNARD1NO, 
Calif. (UPI) — James K. 
Guthrie is a rare man who 
has achieved success in two 
completely unrelated 
careers — as a newspaper 
publisher and as a sym¬ 
phony conductor. 

He apparently hasn't had 
too much difficulty reconciling 
the paradoxical demands, as 
business executive and 
artists, of the two fields of ac¬ 
tivity. 

At 54, Guthrie has risen to 
eminence in the newspaper 
field as publisher and ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of the 
Sun Company, which 
publishes three newspapers in 
this community on the eastern 
fringe of the Los Angeles me¬ 
galopolis. In 1967 he was 
elected president of the 
California Newspaper 
Publishers Association. 

WELL KNOWN 
In the world of music, he’s 
Just about as well known. 
When only 15 he became 
director o f instrumental 
music at the nearby Redlands 
Bowl. He has appeared as 
guest conductor of leading 
orchestras in the United 
States, including the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic, the 
Hollywood Bowl Orchestra, 
the New York Philharmonic 
Symphony, the Pittsburgh 
Symphony and the San Jose, 
Calif., Symphony. 

In newspaper work he has 
been through the mill in 
jobs ranging from police 
reporter to night city editor. 
■'Remember,” he tells an 
Interviewer, “I’m a 
newspaperman first. I use 
music like other people use 
golf. 

"There are similarities in 
the two activities,” he says. 
"I'm dealing with people — 
t e mperamental musicians, 
and some printers and 
pressmen who are also very 
temperamental. 

INVOLVES ARTISTRY 
"Of course, when artistry is 
Involved as in the case of a 
newspaperman or a musician, 
temperament is necessary. 
But as a publisher and a con¬ 
ductor I wouldn’t for anything 
exchange the trouble and ex¬ 
citement which are inherent 
in temperamental persons for 
the peace and dullness which 
go hand in hand with lack of 
spirit, talent and inspiration. 

"If an orchestra is out of 
tune, the conductor doesn't 
last very long. 

“In the same context, a 
publisher whose product Is 
bad doesn't last long.” 
Basically, the twin careers 
were opened up by Guthrie’s 
willingness to work. H e 
became a serious student of 
music almost by accident. He 
became interested in the 
newspaper business while 
working during summer vaca¬ 
tions at the paper where his 
father was an executive. 

"In high school,”' h e 
recalled, "they needed a 
flute player for the band 
and they recruited me. In 
my senior year the music 
professor suffered a heart 
attack and I took over much 
of his physical work such as 
time beating.” 

He went to the University of 
Redlands where he became a 
major in English literature 
but also continued his study of 
music. Later he studied under 
Alfred Hertz, conductor- 
founder of the San Francisco 
Symphony.

Interest Keen 
At Homestead 
History Class 

The Jackson Homestead, 
the city-owned museum at 527 
Washington street, recorded 
top attendance figures for its 
spring history classes 
sponsored for the children ot 
Newton. 

N- arly one hundred children 
attended the classes with in¬ 
terest so keen that fifty per¬ 
cent of the enrollees achieved 
perfect attendance. 

The children came from 
thirteen of Newton’s public 
schools and three parochial 
schools. 

Classes were conducted 
under the direction of Mrs. 
William H. Cannard, director- 
curator of the Homestead, and 
Mrs. Albert E. Burgess, 
President of the Friends of 
the Jackson Homestead. 

The series opened with the 
first session devoted to the 
early history of Newton and 
its early settlers, including 
the Jackson family who built 
the Homestead in 1809. The 
last session was a party to 
which the children ; nv:ted 
their parents and teachers 
who were conducted on tours 
through the museum.

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Harvard Doctors Oppose 
Fluoridation Referendum 


To Honor Israel Wednesday Is Law Day USA 
By Mayor’s Proclamation 


“Massachusetts ranks 45th 
among the fifty states in 
percentage of people o n 
fluoridated water: an dismal 
record that will continue 
unless the mandatory referen¬ 
dum is repealed." stated Dr. 
Myron Allukian of Harvard 
and a Newton resident, at a 
recent State House hearing on 
H 3902. the fluoridation 
legislation. 

At the same hearing Dr. 
Daniel S. Bernstein, also of 
Harvard, testified that the 
s t a tewide anti-fluoridation 
organization, the 
Massachusetts Citizens Rights 
Association, has been using 
deliberately false information 
in its attempt to discredit 
fluoridation. 

Citing the advertisement in 
which the charge that 
fluoridation programs are 
very costly, using Newton as 
an example as having spent 
$500,000 on its fluoridation 
program, Dr. Bernstein said. 
“The facts show that Newton 
has spent only a little over 
$60,000 for its three-year 
fluoridation program: a small 
investment for the large 
benefits in reduction of tooth 
decay fluoridation brings." 

Quoting Newton Alderman 
Franklin Flaschner, who call¬ 
ed it “most unfortunate that 
citizens of Newton and other 
communities have been 
misled" by these false 
statements, D r . Bernstein 
showed the Committee figures 
on the true costs that had 
been prepared by the Newton 
Water Superintendent. 

Dr. Allukian, who organized 
a children’s dental public 
health program while serving 
as Dental Officer with the 3rd 
Marine Division in Vietnam 
stated upon his return to 
Massachusetts that he was 
shocked and dismayed by the 
dental health status of the 
people in Massachusetts. The 
text of a letter by Dr. Allukian 
to the Joint Legislative Com¬ 
mittee on Social Welfare is as 
follows: 

As a member of the dental 
profession and as a resident of 
Newton, I am quite proud and 
pleased to be living i n 
Newton, a community which 
is fluoridated. 

However, as a resident of 
Massachusetts and as a den¬ 
tist engaged in public health. 1 
am shocked and dismayed at 
the dental health status of the 
people of Massachusetts. 

1 first decided to go into 
public health while in Vietnam 


with the Third Marine 
Division, after having treated 
and examined hundreds of 
Vietnamese orphans and 
children. I returned to Boston 
to receive formal training in 
dental public health a t 
Harvard University. After ex¬ 
amining hundreds of children 
in Boston and other areas of 
Massachusetts. I am appalled 
at the urgent need for preven¬ 
tion of tooth decay l n 
Massachusetts, much more so 
than in Vietnam. The 
teenagers of Massachusetts 
have approximately six times 
more teeth attacked by tooth 
decay than teenagers in Viet 
naai. Fluoridation would quite 
dramatically reduce this large 
discrepancy ; however. 
Massachusetts — a well 
developed and progressive 
state by most standards i 
ranked a mere 45th in the 
United States as to the 
percentage of people drinking 
fluoridated water — a record 
of which Massachusetts can 
not be proud ... a record 
which is exemplified by a 
very high amount of tooth 
decay in all parts o f 
Massachusetts except for 
those few fortunate forward- 
looking communities which 
are fluoridated. This dismal 
record will continue unless the 
mandatory referendum for 
fluoridation is repealed. 

It seems so ironical and 
backward that now in the 20th 
Century, after dental science 
and research have worked so 
hard for so many years to 
develop a safe, economical, 
feasible, and effective method 
such as fluoridation to prevent 
tooth decay that the public, 
generally uninformed on such 
a scientific health issue, must 
decide on its use due to the 
mandatory referendum. 

The Boards of Health of 
each community with __ the 
recommendation of the Com¬ 
missioner of Public Health 
are in a much better oosition 
to decide whether or not to 
fluoridate. 

For these reasons and many 
more, the mandatory referen¬ 
dum for fluoridation should be 
repealed. I strongly urge you 
to support H-3902 parts A, B, 
C (especially part B), so we 
do not continue to deprive the 
citizens of Massachusetts and 
especially our children from 
having much better dental 
health and fewer rotting teeth.

Hospital Gets l nderway 


A big change went into 
effect at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital on Monday. 

Birght and early, con¬ 
tracting equipment moved in¬ 
to the front parking lot of the 
250-bed hospital, to begin con¬ 
struction of a $6-million ad¬ 
dition. 

On the same morning, the 
hospital closed off its former 
main entrance and front park¬ 
ing lot, and moved both to the 
north side of the existing 
building. 

Visitors now enter the 
hospital on the north side, 
near the coffee shop. Parking 
for visitors also is available in 
a large lot at the north of the 
hospital, the side nearest the 
Woodland MBTA station. 

The emergency and ad¬ 
mitting entrances to the 
hospital remain unchanged. 
They are reached from the 
south driveway, nearest to 
Beacon Street, However, con¬ 


struction eliminates all visitor 
park ; ng at the south of the 

hospital. 

The re-located visitors en¬ 
trance recalls another era. 
Prior to 1928, the north doors 
were the principal entry to the 
hospital. 

They will serve again tem¬ 
porarily, until the hospital 
completes its mammoth con¬ 
struction program in 1970. At 
that time the visitors en¬ 
trance again will be restored 
to the front of the hospital, 
together with increased park¬ 
ing space for visitors. 

During the construction pro¬ 
gram, visitors entering at the 
north will travel along the 
first floor corridor. The 
hospital's information-recep¬ 
tion desk has been re-located 
on the first floor, adjacent to 
the north wing elevators. At 
the desk, visitors will be 
directed to all areas of the 
hospital.
